Court  for  the  Northern  District  of  California,  Case  No.  07-3199  JSW,  by  the  payment  of 
$290,000  for  attorneys'  fees  and  costs  and  a  stipulated  injunction  prohibiting  the  City  from 
enforcing  the  independent  expenditure  contribution  limit  in  San  Francisco  Campaign  and 
Governmental  Conduct  Code  §  1.114(c).  The  City  could  file  a  motion  requesting  that  the 
court  lift  the  injunction  at  the  City's  request  if  the  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  or  the 
Supreme  Court  issues  a  decision  that  renders  the  contribution  limit  legally  enforceable  under 
the  U.S.  Constitution.

Ordinance  amending  thie  San  Francisco  General  Plan  by  amending  the  Executive  Park 
Subarea  Plan  of  tfie  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Area  Plan,  the  Land  Use  Index  and  maps 
and  figures  in  various  elements  and  adopting  findings,  including  environmental 
findings  and  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  Planning  Code  Section 
101.1.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby 
finds  and  determines  that: 

A,  The  proposed  amendments  to  the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  of  the  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  Area  Plan,  the  Land  Use  Index  and  the  maps  and  figures  in  various  elements  of 
the  General  Plan  will  establish  a  new  vision  for  the  area  of  creating  a  vibrant,  urban, 
pedestrian  oriented  mixed-use,  predominantly  residential  neighborhood  characterized  by 
active  publicly-accessible  streets. 

B.  The  General  Plan  amendments  are  necessary  because  the  existing  plan 
contemplates  suburban-like  office  and  hotel  development  where  mixed-use  residential 
development  is  now  desirable.  Since  1976,  the  San  Francisco  Executive  Park  Subarea  has 
been  the  subject  of  several  development  plans,  environmental  analyses,  and  City  actions. 

(1)      In  1976,  the  Planning  Commission  certified  the  San  Francisco  Executive  Park 

Final  EIR  and  approved  a  development  of  833,000  square  feet  of  office  space,  174,000 

( 

square  feet  of  hotel/meeting  space  and  75,000  square  feet  of  retail  space  (about  1.100,000

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square  feet  in  total),  plus  3.900  parking  spaces.  At  the  time,  Amendments  were  made  to  the 
South  Bayshore  Plan  to  allow  commercial  uses  at  the  location.  ("1978  Development  Plan"). 

(2)  In  1980  and  1981 ,  the  Planning  Commission  approved  minor  changes  to  the 
1978  Development  Plan,  which  slightly  altered  the  locations  and  amounts  of  the  various  land 
uses.  The  City  issued  permits  for  the  construction  of  four  office  buildings  and  a  restaurant 
under  the  1978  Development  Plan;  three  of  the  office  buildings  had  been  constructed  by  1985 
(OB-1 .  OB-2  and  OB-3),  for  a  total  of  about  307,600  square  feet  of  office  space  and  2,500 
square  feet  of  retail  space.  The  fourth  office  building  and  the  restaurant  were  not  constructed. 

(3)  In  1985,  following  certification  of  a  subsequent  environmental  impact  report,  the 
Planning  Commission  approved  a  Planned  Unit  Development  that  revised  the  1978 
Development  Plan  that,  when  combined  with  the  four  office  buildings  and  restaurant 
previously  approved,  provided  for  1 ,644,000  square  feet  of  office  space,  234,000  square  feet 
of  hotel,  50,000  square  feet  of  retail/restaurant  space  and  600  residential  units,  plus  about 
5,300  parking  spaces.  At  the  same  time,  the  City  developed  the  Executive  Park  Subarea 
Plan,  an  amendment  to  the  General  Plan,  which  memorialized  the  development  program  and 
urban  form  for  the  area.  The  City  also  approved  related  Planning  Code  Map  amendments. 

(4)  In  1992,  the  developer  sought  and  obtained  a  further  revision  to  the  Planned 
Unit  Development,  including  minor  General  Plan  amendments.  This  revision  added  25,000 
square  feet  of  health  club  space,  10,000  square  feet  of  child  care  space  and  an  additional 
10,000  square  feet  of  restaurant  space  and  increased  the  square  footage  of  residential  use 
but  not  the  unit  count.  Five  residential  buildings,  located  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  site, 
containing  304  units  and  517  parking  spaces  have  been  constructed  under  this  development 
proposal  by  TopVision.  ("TopVision  Phases  I  and  11"). 
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(5)  In  1999,  the  Planning  Commission  certified  a  supplemental  environmental 
impact  report  and  extended  and  modified  the  prior  1985  Planned  Unit  Development 
authorization  by  adopting  a  residential  variant,  which  provided  for  some  additional  residential 
development  in  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  site  ("2000  Planned  Unit  Development").  The 
City  also  amended  the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan,  replacing  all  of  the  Plan's  figures  and 
adding  new  text.  The  general  land  use  program  remained  the  same. 

(6)  In  2005,  Signature  Properties  obtained  approval  under  a  separate  Planned  Unit 
Development  for  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  Subarea  Plan  Area.  Nearing  completion,  it 
will  include  up  to  450  j-esidential  units,  14,000  square  feet  of  retail  space,  and  588  parking 
spaces  when  built-out.  The  City  adopted  further  amendments  to  the  Executive  Park  Subarea 
Plan  as  part  of  this  Planned  Unit  Development  approval. 

(7)  In  2007  TopVision  obtained  approval  under  the  2000  Approved  Development 
Plan  for  a  Phase  III  development,  which  includes  465  units  and  about  776  parking  spaces 
north  of  existing  TopVision  Phases  I  and  II  residential  buildings  on  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
Subarea  Plan  Area. 

(8)  Existing  and  approved  development  projects  in  the  Executive  Park  Subarea 
Plan  Area  currently  include  up  to  approximately  1,220  residential  units,  307,600  square  feet  of 
office  space  in  OB-1,  OB-2  and  OB-3,  17,400  square  feet  of  retail  and  restaurant  space,  2,013 
residential  parking  spaces  and  830  office  parking  spaces. 

(9)  The  Yerby  Company  ("Yerby")  has  applied  for  approval  to  demolish  OB-1  and 
replace  it  with  a  mixed  use,  predominantly  residential  development  of  up  to  500  dwelling  units 
and  750  subsurface  parking  spaces,  and  Universal  Paragon  Corporation  ("UPC")  has  applied 
for  approval  to  demolish  OB-2  and  OB-3  and  replace  them  with  up  to  1 ,100  residential  units 
and  1 ,677  subsurface  parking  spaces.  These  projects  will  require  amendment  of  the 
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Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  and  related  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Map  and  Planning 
Code.  The  proposed  General  Plan  amendments  would  apply  to  the  entire  71 -acre  Executive 
Park  Subarea  Plan  Area,  be  consistent  with  existing  development  and  approvals,  and  provide 
for  the  transition  of  the  existing  office  park  development  within  a  14.5  acre  southern  portion  of 
the  Subarea  Plan  Area  (the  Yerby  and  UPC  development  sites)  to  a  new,  primarily  residential 
area  with  1 ,600  additional  residential  units  and  about  73,000  gsf  retail.  These  projects  would 
complete  the  build-out  of  the  Subarea  Plan  Area  and  accomplish  its  transition  from  the  office 
park  first  approved  in  1976  to  a  new  mixed-use,  predominantly  residential  neighborhood. 

(10)    Since  2006,  proposed  amendments  to  the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  and  the 
development  proposals  of  Yerby  and  UPC  have  been  reviewed  in  public  meetings  by  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  community,  the  Visitacion  Valley  community,  the  Little  Hollywood 
community  and  other  stakeholders,  including  at  meetings  held  before  the  Executive  Park 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee,  a  body  composed  of  property  owners  of  Executive  Park,  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Project  Area  Committee,  and  the  Visitacion  Valley 
Planning  Alliance. 

C.  On  May  5,  201 1 ,  by  Motion  No.  1 8350,  the  Planning  Commission  certified  as 
adequate,  accurate  and  complete  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("FEIR")  for  the 
Executive  Park  project.  A  copy  of  Planning  Commission  Motion  No.  18350  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110626 

D.  In  accordance  with  the  actions  contemplated  herein,  the  Planning  Commission 
adopted  Motion  No.  18351  concerning  findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act.  Said  Motion  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 

110626     and  the  Board  incorporates  those  findings  herein  by  this  reference.  Also  pn  file 

with  theJ3Jadl-0f  the  Board  in  File  No.       1 10626   is  an  Adde^ndum^reparedJJVLt^ 

Planning  Department  dated  June  7,  201 1 .  finding  that  no  new  significant  impacts  would  result 
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from  a  modification  to  the  Project  analyzed  in  the  EIR  that  moves  the  tower  closest  to 
Highway  101  one  parcel  to  the  East:  the  Board  incorporates  the  findings  in  the  Addendum 
herein  bv  this  reference. 

E.  Pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  4.105  and  Planning  Code  Section 
340,  any  amendments  to  the  General  Plan  shall  first  be  considered  by  the  Planning 
Commission  and  thereafter  recommended  for  approval  or  rejection  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  On  May  5,  2011,  by  Resolution  No.  18352,  the  Commission  conducted  a  duly 
noticed  public  hearing  on  the  General  Plan  amendments  pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section 
340,  adopted  the  General  Plan  amendments  and  recommended  them  for  approval  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  A  copy  of  Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  1 8352  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerl<  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110624 

F.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this  ordinance  is  in  conformity  with  the 
Priority  Policies  of  Section  101.1  of  the  Planning  Code  and,  on  balance,  consistent  with  the 
General  Plan  as  it  is  proposed  for  amendment  herein,  and  hereby  adopts  the  findings  set  forth 
in  Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  18352  and  incorporates  such  findings  by  reference  as 
if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  following  amendments  to 
the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  of  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Area  Plan  (  'BVHP")  of  the 
General  Plan.  These  amendments  are  described  generally  below. 

A.  The  existing  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan,  which  includes  Objective  19,  Policies 
19.1  through  19.9,  and  Figures  18  through  21  of  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Area  Plan, 
provides  for  the  creation  of  a  balanced  urban  gateway  to  the  city  containing  office,  retail  space 
and  residential  uses  integrated  with  a  "town  center,"  promenades  and  open  space,  with  a  new 
residential  community  to  the  east.  Figures  18  through  21  illustrate  the  San  Francisco 
Executive  Park  Land  Use  Plan,  Auto  Access,  Auto  Egress  and  Urban  Form  Plan.  The  Board 
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of  Supervisors  hereby  repeals  in  its  entirety  the  text  and  figures  of  the  existing  Executive  Park 
Subarea  Plan,  which  are  shown  in  Exhibit  A  to  this  ordinance,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110624 

B.  The  Board  adopts  as  an  entirely  new  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  the  text  and 
figures  marked  as  Exhibit  B  to  this  ordinance,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 

Supervisors  in  File  No.       110624  .  Described  generally,  the  amendments  to  the  text, 

maps  and  figures  of  the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  reflect  the  change  in  the  nature  of  the 
development  proposal  for  Executive  Park  from  primarily  an  office  development  to  a  mixed-use 
predominantly  residential  neighborhood. 

1 .  The  amended  text  of  the  General  Plan  Amendments  contained  in  the  Executive 
Park  Subarea  Plan  provides  for  the  transition  from  an  office  park  with  some  housing  that  is 
internally  focused  and  gated  to  a  mixed-used  residential  neighborhood  with  attractive  public 
streets  and  open  space  connectivity.  The  amendments  are  designed  to:  (1 )  create  a  urban 
residential  neighborhood,  including  the  redevelopment  over  time  of  the  office  uses  now  there, 
(2)  meet  the  daily  needs  of  residents  within  the  neighborhood  by  encouraging  neighborhood  - 
serving  retail  uses,  (3)  create  a  city  street  pattern  supportive  of  an  urban  residential 
neighborhood,  (4)  encourage  walking  and  bicycling,  (5)  reduce  dependency  on  the 
automobile,  (6)establish  a  residential  community  that  reflects  the  scale  and  character  of  a 
typical  San  Francisco  urban  neighborhood,  (7)  create  a  distinctive  skyline  that  complements 
Bayview  Hill,  the  surrounding  neighborhoods  and  the  Bay  and  is  viewed  as  a  gateway  to  San 
Francisco  from  the  south,  (8)  promotes  the  sustainability  of  resources,  (9)  provides  and 
enhances  community  facilities  in  the  neighborhood  and  (10)  enhances  and  provides  improved 
connections  to  public  open  space. 

2.  The  amended  figures  in  the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  contain  the  following 
entirely  new  figures:

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  by  adding  Section  249.54  to

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco:

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Section

SEC.  249.54.  EXECUTIVE  PARK  SPECIAL  USE  DISTRICT 

(a)  General.  A  Special  Use  District  entitled  the  Executive  Park  Special  Use  District  is 
hereby  established  fur  Assessor's  Block  4991.  Lots  024.  061.  065.  074.  075.  078.  085  and  086  and 
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Assessor's  Block  5076,  Lots  012  and  013,  generally  bounded  by  Harney  Way  on  the  south.  Highway 
101  on  the  west.  Executive  Park  Boulevard  North  on  the  north  and  Executive  Park  Boulevard  East  on 
the  east,  and  is  set  forth  in  Sectional  Map  SUlO  of  the  Zoning  Map. 

(b)  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  the  Executive  Park  Special  Use  District  (SUP)  is  to 
accommodate  and  encourage  medium  to  high  density,  mixed-use,  predominately  residential 
development  at  the  location  of  an  existing  office  park.  The  new  mixed-use  development  is  envisioned  to 
tie  together  the  new  development  with  existing  and  approved  residential  development  north  and  east  of 
the  SUP,  along  with  long-established  neighborhoods  to  the  west.  The  SUP  provides  controls  tailored 
to  Executive  Park's  unique  circumstances:  the  existing  area  does  not  feature  a  fine-grained  street  and 
block  pattern  typical  of  San  Francisco  residential  development  adequate  to  serve  the  access, 
circulation  and  open  space  needs  of  the  envisioned  urban  residential  and  mixed  use  neighborhood. 
Also,  some  portions  of  the  area  may  become  part  of  dedicated  public  right-of-way  as  a  result  of  the 
anticipated  future  widening  of  Harney  Way  and  redesign  of  on-ramps  and  off-ramps  to  Highway  101  at 
Alana  Way  and  Harney  Way.  The  SUP  anticipates  a  new  mixed-use,  predominately  residential 
neighborhood,  with  a  fine-grained  block  and  street  pattern  and  new  open  space,  and  provides  for  the 
transfer  ofbuildable  density  from  portions  of  the  area  that  may  become  part  of  dedicated  public  right- 
of-way  to  other  parts  of  the  area,  among  other  provisions. 

(c)  Controls.  The  Planning  Code  provisions  for  the  underlying  use  district  shall  control 
except  as  provided  below. 

(1).      Executive  Park  Design  Guidelines.  In  addition  to  the  Planning  Code  provisions, 
developments  in  the  SUP  shall  comply  with  the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  of  the  Bayview  Hunters 
Point  Area  Plan  of  the  General  Plan,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Ordinance  No. 

 ,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     110624  and  the 

Executive  Park  Pesign  Guidelines  as  established  by  Planning  Commission  Resolution  18352,  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.       110626      and  incorporated  into  this  Section 
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by  this  reference.  The  Executive  Park  Design  Guidelines  also  are  on  file  with  the  Planning  Department 
in  File  No.  2006.0422EMUTZ. 

(2)  .  Uses. 

(A)  Retail  uses  under  Planning  Code  Section  218  are  principally  permitted  at  street  level 
throughout  the  SUD  when  individual  establishments  are  less  than  10,000  square  feet  of sross  floor 
area.  Retail  establishments  equal  to  or  greater  than  10,000  square  feet  of  gross  floor  area  require 
Permit  Design  Review  under  Planning  Code  Section  309.2.  Tenant  spaces  that  are  expanded  to  be 
10, 000  square  feet  or  greater  after  initial  approval  will  require  addition  review  under  Plannins  Code 
Section  309.2. 

(B)  Ground  floor  retail  is  required  at  the  two  southern  corners  of  the  intersection  of 
Executive  Park  Boulevard  North  and  Thomas  Mellon  Circle.  (Portions  of  Block  4991,  Lots  085  and 
086).  For  each  corner,  retail  frontage  is  required  for  a  minimum  of  100  feet  along  Executive  Park 
Boulevard  North  and  50  feet  along  Thomas  Mellon  Circle. 

(C)  Child-care  facilities  under  Section  209.3(f)  are  principally  permitted. 

(D)  Community  facilities  under  Sec.  209.4(a)  and  (b)  are  principally  permitted. 

(E)  Non-accessory  parking  is  not  permitted. 

(3)  .  Required  Residential  to  Non-Residential  Use  Ratio.  Non-residential  uses  are  limited  to 
one  occupiable  square  foot  for  every  six  occupiable  square  feet  of  residential  use. 

(4)  .      Density  Transfer. 

(A)  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  subsection,  (i)  the  density  allowed  on  Block 
4991,  Lots  024.  061.  065  and  078,  and  Block  5076.  Lots  012  and  013.  may  be  transferred  to  any  other 
lot  within  the  SUD  north  of  Alana  Way  or  north  of  the  proposed  Harney  Way  setback  line  and  (ii)  if  the 
portion  of  Assessor 's  Block  4991.  Lot  085  south  of  the  Harney  setback  line  becomes  its  own  lot  through 
a  subdivision  action,  the  new  lot  south  of  the  setback  line  may  transfer  its  density  to  any  other  lot  north 
of  Alana  Way  or  north  of  the  Harney  setback  line  pursuant  to  the  procedures  described  in  this 
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subsection.  The  Blocks  and  Lots  in  the  SUP  and  the  location  of  the  proposed  Harney  Way  setback  line 
are  shown  on  the  map  in  Fisure  249.54(A).

(B)       To  transfer  density,  a  Notice  of  Special  Restriction  ("NSR  ")  must  be  recorded  against 
lots  that  both  provide  and  receive  the  density  transfer.  Prior  to  recording:  a  NSR  for  a  density  transfer, 
the  Planning  Department  must  have  veri  fied  that  the  density  transfer  proposed  is  authorized  by  this 
subsection.  The  NSR  shall  explicitly  state  the  square  footage  of  the  providing  lot,  and  the  maximum 
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number  of  residential  units  and  the  maximum  gross  square  footag:e  of  non-residential  uses  that  are 
being  forgone  on  the  providing  lot  and  transferred  to  the  receiving  lot  or  lots.  If  density  is  beins 
distributed  between  more  than  one  lot,  the  NSR  shall  explicitly  state  how  much  density  each  lot  is 
receiving.

Harney  Way  Setback:  No  building  shall  be  built  on  the  southern  side  of  the  Harney 
setback  line  as  shown  on  Figure  249.54(A)  and  described  in  the  detailed  description  of  the  Harney  Way 

setback  line  on  fde  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.      110625  .  Residential 

and  non-rcsidential  densities  that  would  have  otherwise  been  allowed  south  of  the  setback  line  may  be 
applied  to  other  portions  of  the  lot  or  transferred  to  other  lots  within  the  SUP  pursuant  to  Section 
249.54(c)(4). 

(7)  .      Site  Coverage.  Rear  yard  provisions  of  Planning  Code  Section  134  do  not  apply.  The 
maximum  site  coverage  of  any  building  is  75  percent  of  the  site  area  as  measured  at  the  grade  level  of 
the  building 's  main  pedestrian  entry  and  at  each  succeeding  level  or  story  of  the  building.  The  site 
area  used  to  create  new  publicly  accessible  streets,  will  be  credited  toward  the  area  required  to  be 
unbuilt  when  calculating  the  site  coverage.  The  location  of  proposed  new  publicly  accessible  streets 
and  resulting  new  formulated  blocks  are  shown  in  Figure  249.54(B).

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('8).  Open  Space:  For  all  residential  uses.  75  square  feet  of  open  space  is  required  per 
dwelling  unit.  All  residential  open  space  must  meet  the  provisions  described  in  Section  135,  except 


where  modified  through  Design  Review  under  Section  309.2.  Open  space  requirements  may  be  met 
with  the  following  types  of  open  space:  "private  usable  open  space"  as  defined  in  Section  135  (a)  of  this 
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Code,  "common  usable  open  space"  as  defined  in  Section  135(a)  of  this  Code,  and  "publicly  accessible 
open  space"  as  defined  in  135(h)  and  (i)  of  this  Code,  except  that  in  the  case  of  new  publicly  accessible 
streets,  "publicly  accessible  open  space"  does  not  include  the  curb-to-curb  area  that  is  open  to  vehicles 
and  includes  only  the  sidewalk  area.

However,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  maximum  amount  of  parking  allowed 
as  an  accessory  use  under  Section  204.5.  the  amount  of  parking  required  by  this  Code  shall  be  the 
amount  specified  in  Section  151  for  the  use  or  activity. 

(11)  .    Parking  Location  in  Building.  Parking  shall  be  located  below  the  grade  of  the  floor  of 
the  main  pedestrian  entrance  to  the  building,  with  exceptions  for  (A)  parking  ingress  and  egress,  and 
(B)  parking  spaces  dedicated  to  car  sharing,  vanpools,  and  handicap  accessible  parking  spaces. 
Notwithstanding  the  above,  for  sloping  lots,  building  floor  dedicated  to  parking  may  be  partially  above 
grade,  if  fully  wrapped  with  active  uses  as  defined  by  Planning  Code  Section  145.1. 

(12)  .     Off-street  Loading.  Off-street  loading  pursuant  to  Section  152  through  152.2  is  not 
required.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  allowed  loading  spaces  as  long  as  loading  facilities  meet 
the  Executive  Park  Design  Guidelines. 

(13)  .     Car  Sharing.  The  car  sharing  provisions  of  Planning  Code  Section  166  shall  apply  to 
lots  within  the  SUD. 
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(14).    Sisns.  Sisn  controls  for  NC-2  Districts  shall  apply  to  the  SUP  in-lieu  of  sign  controls 
for  the  underlying  use  district. 

05).    Streetscape  and  other  In  frastructure  Improvements. 

(A)  General  Requirements  For  New  Publicly  Accessible  Streets  and  Improvements  to 
Existing  Streets.  For  each  buildim  or  phase  of  development,  all  bordering  streets,  including  proposed 
new  publicly  accessible  streets  as  shown  on  Figure  249.54(B),  shall  be  fully  improved  for  the  entire 
width  of  the  risht-of-way  consistent  with  the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  and  the  Executive  Park 
Design  Guidelines.  If  a  proposed  building  or  phase  does  not  directly  connect  with  Thomas  Mellon 
Drive,  Executive  Park  Boulevard  West,  Executive  Park  Boulevard  North  or  Executive  Park  Boulevard 
East,  construction  of  the  building  or  phase  must  also  include  right-of-way  improvements  leading  to  at 
least  one  of  these  streets.  Said  improvements  must  be  completed  and  operational  prior  to  the  issuance 
of  the  first  certificate  of  occupancy,  whether  temporary  or  final  ("the  time  of  occupancy"),  as  required 
by  the  conditions  of  approval  for  each  building  or  phase  of  development. 

(B)  General  Requirements  for  New  Publicly  Accessible  Open  Space.  To  provide  adequate 
public  open  space,  the  Executive  Park  Subarea  Plan  and  Executive  Park  Design  Guidelines  identify 
three  new  public  open  space  areas  in  the  SUD  as  shown  in  Fizure  249.54(B).  For  any  building  or 
phase  of  development  that  is  immediately  adjacent  to  any  of  the  three  identified  open  spaces  in  the  SUD 
as  shown  in  Figure  249.54(B),  the  construction  of  the  open  space  shall  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  City  prior  to  the  issuance  of  any  temporary  or  final  certificate  of  occupancy.  This  requirement 
applies  to  the  first  such  building  or  phase  of  development  adjacent  to  the  open  space. 

(C)  Planning  Commission  approval  of  a  building  or  phase  under  Section  309.2  shall 
incorporate  conditions  for  each  building  or  phase  that  clearly  identifies  which  portions  of  the  publicly 
accessible  streets  and  open  space  in  Figure  249.54(B)  will  be  constructed  pursuant  to  Subsections  (A) 
and  (B)  above.

SECTIONS.  General  Authority. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the 
items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appropriated  herein. 

SECTION  4.  Interim  Budget  Provisions. 

All  funds  for  equipment  and  new  capital  improvements  shall  be  held  in  reserve  until  final 
action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  No  new  equipment  shall  be  authorized  during  the 
interim  period  other  than  equipment  that,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Controller,  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  continued  operation  of  existing  programs  or  projects  previously  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Authorization  for  the  purchase  of  such  equipment  may  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

During  the  period  of  the  interim  annual  appropriation  ordinance  and  interim  annual  salary 
ordinance,  no  transfer  of  funds  within  a  department  shall  be  permitted  without  approval  of 
the  Controller,  Mayor's  Budget  Director  and  the  Budget  Analyst  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

When  the  Budget  Committee  reserves  selected  expenditure  items  pending  receipt  of 
additional  information  from  departments,  upon  receipt  of  the  required  information  to  the 
satisfaction  of  a  financial  committee,  the  Controller  may  release  the  previously  reserved 
funds  with  no  further  action  required  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

If  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommends  a  budget  that 
increases  funding  that  was  deleted  in  the  Mayor's  Budget,  the  Controller  shall  have  the 
authority  to  continue  to  pay  these  expenses  until  final  passage  of  the  budget  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  approval  of  the  budget  by  the  Mayor. 

SECTION  4.1  Interim  Budget  -  Positions. 

No  new  position  may  be  filled  in  the  interim  period  with  the  exception  of  those  positions 
which  in  the  discretion  of  the  Controller  are  critical  for  the  operation  of  existing  programs 
or  for  projects  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  are  required  for 
emergency  operations  or  where  such  positions  would  result  in  a  net  increase  in  revenues 
or  where  such  positions  are  required  to  comply  with  law.  New  positions  shall  be  defined 
as  those  positions  that  are  enumerated  in  the  Mayor's  budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
but  were  not  enumerated  in  the  appropriation  and  salary  ordinances  for  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  as  amended,  through  June  30  of  the  prior  fiscal  year.  In  the  event  the  Mayor  has 
approved  the  reclassification  of  a  position  in  the  department's  budget  for  the  current  fiscal 
year,  the  Controller  shall  process  a  temporary  or  "tx"  requisition  at  the  request  of  the 
department  and  subject  to  approval  of  the  Human  Resources  Director.  Such  action  will 
allow  for  the  continued  employment  of  the  incumbent  in  his  or  her  former  position  pending 
action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  proposed  reclassifications. 

If  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommends  a  budget  that 
reinstates  positions  that  were  deleted  in  the  Mayor's  Budget,  the  Controller  and  the 
Director  of  Human  Resources  shall  have  the  authority  to  continue  to  employ  and  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  reinstated  positions  until  final  passage  of  the  budget  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  approval  of  the  budget  by  the  Mayor. 
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SECTION  5.  Transfers  of  Functions  and  Duties. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any 
other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from 
one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the  related 
transfer  of  funds,  provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are 
herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department  in  consideration  of 
departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made 
in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  such  service. 

Where  a  duty  or  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another  or 
departmental  reorganization  is  effected  as  provided  in  the  Charter,  in  addition  to  any 
required  transfer  of  funds,  the  Controller  and  Human  Resources  Director  are  authorized 
to  make  any  personnel  transfers  or  reassignments  between  the  affected  departments  and 
appointing  officers  at  a  mutually  convenient  time,  not  to  exceed  100  days  from  the 
effective  date  of  the  ordinance  transferring  the  duty  or  function.  The  Controller,  Director  of 
Human  Resources  and  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  assistance  of  the  City 
Attorney,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  changes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  conform  all  applicable  ordinances  to  reflect  said  reorganization,  transfer  of 
duty  or  performance  between  departments. 

SECTION  5.1  Agencies  Organized  under  One  Department. 

Where  one  or  more  departments  or  agencies  are  organized  under  a  single  appointing 
officer  or  department  head,  the  component  units  can  continue  to  be  shown  as  separate 
agencies  for  budgeting  and  accounting  purposes  to  facilitate  reporting.  However  the  entity 
shall  be  considered  a  single  department  for  purposes  of  employee  assignment  and 
seniority,  position  transfers,  and  transfers  of  monies  among  funds  within  the  Department 
of  Public  Health,  and  reappropriation  of  funds. 

SECTION  5.2  Continuing  Funds  Appropriated. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  provided  from  taxes,  the  Controller  shall  make  available  for 
expenditure  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  from  special  funds  whose  receipts  are 
continuously  appropriated  as  provided  in  the  Administrative  and  Municipal  Codes. 

SECTION  5.3  Multi-Year  Revenues. 

In  connection  with  money  received  in  one  fiscal  year  for  departmental  services  to  be 
performed  in  a  subsequent  year,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an  account  for 
depositing  revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  said  revenue  shall  be 
carried  forward  and  become  a  part  of  the  funds  available  for  appropriation  in  said  ensuing 
fiscal  year. 

SECTION  5.4  Contracting  Funds. 

All  money  received  in  connection  with  contracts  under  which  a  portion  of  the  moneys 
received  is  to  be  paid  to  the  contractors  and  the  remainder  of  the  moneys  received  inures 
to  the  City  and  County  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

(a)  That  portion  of  the  money  received  that  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  inures  to 
the  City  and  County  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriate  fund. 
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(b)  That  portion  of  the  money  received  that  under  the  terms  of  the  contracts  is  to  be 
paid  to  the  contractor  shall  be  deposited  in  special  accounts  and  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  said  purposes. 

SECTION  5.5  Real  Estate  Services. 

Rents  received  fronn  properties  acquired  or  held  in  trust  for  specific  purposes  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  for  maintenance  of  said  properties,  including 
services  of  the  General  Services  Agency. 

Moneys  received  from  lessees,  tenants  or  operators  of  City-owned  property  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  real  estate  services  relative  to  such  leases  or  operating  agreements 
are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  to  provide  such  services. 

SECTION  5.6  Collection  Services. 

in  any  contracts  for  the  collection  of  unpaid  bills  for  services  rendered  to  clients,  patients 
or  both  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  in  which  said  unpaid  bills  have  not  become 
delinquent  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section  10.37  and  10.38,  the 
Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  the  estimated  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the 
various  divisions  and  institutions  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  record  such 
recoveries.  Any  percentage  of  the  amounts,  not  to  exceed  25  percent,  recovered  from 
such  unpaid  bills  by  a  contractor  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  costs  of  said  contract. 
The  Controller  is  authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  appropriate  accounts  to 
record  total  collections  and  contract  payments  relating  to  such  unpaid  bills. 

SECTION  5.7  Contract  Amounts  Based  on  Savings. 

When  the  terms  of  a  contract  provide  for  payment  amounts  to  be  determined  by  a 
percentage  of  cost  savings  or  previously  unrecognized  revenues,  such  amounts  as  are 
actually  realized  from  either  said  cost  savings  or  unrecognized  revenues  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  to  pay  contract  amounts  due.  The  Controller  is 
authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  appropriate  accounts  to  record  such 
transactions. 

SECTION  5.8  Collection  and  Legal  Services 

In  any  contracts  between  the  City  Attorney's  Office  and  outside  counsel  for  legal  services 
in  connection  with  the  prosecution  of  actions  filed  on  behalf  of  the  City  or  for  assistance  in 
the  prosecution  of  actions  that  the  City  Attorney  files  in  the  name  of  the  People,  where  the 
fee  to  outside  counsel  is  contingent  on  the  recovery  of  a  judgment  or  other  monies  by  the 
City  through  such  action,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  the  estimated 
revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  to  record  such  recoveries.  A 
percentage  of  such  recoveries,  not  to  exceed  25  percent  plus  the  amount  of  any  out-of- 
pocket  costs  the  Controller  determines  were  actually  incurred  to  prosecute  such  action,  is 
hereby  appropriated  from  the  amount  of  such  recoveries  to  pay  the  contingent  fee  due  to 
such  outside  counsel  under  said  contract  and  any  costs  incurred  by  the  City  or  outside 
counsel  in  prosecuting  the  action.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  hereby  directed  to 
establish  appropriate  accounts  to  record  total  collections  and  contingent  fee  and  cost 
payments  relating  to  such  actions.  The  City  Attorney  as  verified  by  the  Controller  shall 
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report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  annually  on  the  collections  and  costs  incurred  under 
this  provision,  including  the  case  name,  amount  of  judgment,  the  fund  which  the  judgment 
was  deposited,  and  the  total  cost  of  and  funding  source  for  the  legal  action. 

SECTION  6.  Bond  Interest  and  Redemption. 

In  the  event  that  estimated  receipts  from  other  than  utility  revenues,  but  including 
amounts  from  ad-valorem,  taxes  shall  exceed  the  actual  requirements  for  bond  interest 
and  redemption,  said  excess  shall  be  transferred  to  a  General  Bond  Interest  and 
Redemption  Resen/e  account.  The  Bond  Interest  and  Redemption  Reserve  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  meet  debt  service  requirements  including  printing  of  bonds,  cost  of  bond 
rating  services  and  the  legal  opinions  approving  the  Validity  of  bonds  authorized  to  be 
sold  not  othenwise  provided  for  herein. 

Issuance,  legal  and  financial  advisory  service  costs,  including  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  services  in  connection  therewith,  for  debt  instruments  issued  by  the  City 
and  County,  to  the  extent  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  authorizing  the  debt, 
may  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  such  debt  and  are  hereby  appropriated  for  said 

purposes. 

SECTION  7.  Allotment  Controls. 

Since  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated  are  based  on  estimated  receipts, 
income  or  revenues  which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the 
Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  of  such  duration  as  the  Controller  may 
determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be 
expended.  The  Controller  shall  revise  such  revenue  estimates  periodically.  If  such  revised 
estimates  indicate  a  shortage,  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amount  of 
the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the 
amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the 
Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department  the  amount  of 
appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually 
produced  by  the  levy  made  for  such  department. 

The  Controller  in  issuing  payments  or  in  certifying  contracts,  purchase  orders  or  other 
encumbrances  pursuant  to  Section  3.105  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted 
portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall 
not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such 
allotment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated 
at  the  time  of  allotment,  an  additional  allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the 
allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater 
than  ttTe  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so 
established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations 
herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation. 
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unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  transfers  or  supplemental  appropriations 
made  in  the  manner  provided  by  Section  9. 1 05  of  the  Charter. 

SECTION  7.1  Prior  Year  Encumbrances. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  reserves  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  adjustments  in  connection  with  liquidation  of  encumbrances  and  other 
obligations  of  prior  years. 

SECTION  7.2  Equipment  Defined. 

Funds  for  the  purchase  of  items  of  equipment  having  a  significant  value  of  over  $5,000 
and  a  useful  life  of  three  years  and  over  shall  only  be  purchased  from  appropriations 
specifically  provided  for  equipment  or  lease-purchased  equipment,  including  equipment 
from  capital  projects.  Departments  may  purchase  additional  or  replacement  equipment 
from  previous  equipment  or  lease-purchase  appropriations,  or  from  citywide  equipment 
appropriations,  with  approval  of  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  Controller. 

Where  appropriations  are  made  herein  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  automotive  and  other 
equipment,  the  equipment  replaced  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  Department  of 
Administrative  Sen/ices  and  shall  be  withdrawn  from  service  on  or  before  delivery  to 
departments  of  the  new  automotive  equipment.  When  the  replaced  equipment  is  sold,  m 
lieu  of  being  traded-in,  the  proceeds  shall  be  deposited  to  a  revenue  account  of  the 
related  fund.  Provided,  however,  that  so  much  of  said  proceeds  as  may  be  required  to 
affect  the  purchase  of  the  new  equipment  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  Funds 
herein  appropriated  for  automotive  equipment  shall  not  be  used  to  buy  a  replacement  of 
any  automobile  superior  in  class  to  the  one  being  replaced  unless  it  has  been  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  in  the  making  of  the  original  appropriation. 

Appropriations  of  equipment  from  current  funds  shall  be  construed  to  be  annual 
appropriations  and  unencumbered  balances  shall  lapse  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

SECTION  7.3  Enterprise  Deficits. 

Funds  appropriated  herein  to  meet  estimated  enterprise  deficits  shall  be  made  available 
to  each  such  enterprise  only  to  the  extent  that  an  actual  deficit  shall  exist  and  not  to 
exceed  the  amount  herein  provided.  Any  amount  not  required  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
an  enterprise  fund  deficit  shall  be  transferred  back  to  the  General  Fund  at  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year.  Provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  the  annual  budget,  may 
approve  appropriating  such  amounts  to  fund  the  activities  of  the  enterprise  in  the 
succeeding  fiscal  year. 

SECTION  8.  Expenditure  Estimates. 

Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the 
payment  of  salaries  or  wages,  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations 
are  made,  or  the  head  of  the  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interdepartmental 
order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller, 
when  requested,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during 
the  ensuing  period. 
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SECTION  8.1  State  and  Federal  Funds. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  Federal  and  State  funds  that  may  be  claimed  due 
to  new  General  Fund  expenditures  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
Director  of  Human  Resources  is  authorized  to  add  civil  service  positions  required  to 
implement  the  programs  authorized  by  these  funds.  The  Controller  and  the  Director  of 
Human  Resources  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  any  actions  taken  under  this 
authorization  before  the  Board  acts  on  the  Annual  Appropriation  and  Annual  Salary 
Ordinances. 

SECTION  8.2  State  and  Federal  Funding  Restorations 

If  additional  State  or  Federal  funds  are  allocated  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
to  backfill  State  reductions,  the  Controller  shall  backfill  any  funds  appropriated  to  any 
program  to  the  General  Fund  Reserve. 

SECTION  8.3  Process  for  Addressing  General  Fund  Revenue  Shortfalls 

Upon  receiving  Controller  estimates  of  revenue  shortfalls  that  exceed  the  value  of  the 
Genera!  Fund  Reserve  and  any  other  allowances  for  revenue  shortfalls  in  the  adopted 
City  budget,  the  Mayor  shall  inform  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  actions  to  address  this 
shortfall.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  adopt  an  ordinance  to  reflect  the  Mayor's 
proposal  or  alternative  proposals  in  order  to  balance  the  budget. 


SECTION  9.  Interdepartmental  Services. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in 
making  payments  for  interdepartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  3.105  of  the  Charter,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  interdepartmental 
reserves  which  may  be  required  to  pay  for  future  obligations  which  result  from  current 
performances.  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Controller,  the  amounts  which  have 
been  set  aside  for  such  purposes  are  no  longer  required  or  are  in  excess  of  the  amount 
which  is  then  currently  estimated  to  be  required,  the  Controller  shall  transfer  the  amount 
no  longer  required  to  the  fund  balance  of  the  particular  fund  of  which  the  reserve  is  a  part. 
Provided  further  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  for  personnel  services,  rent, 
equipment  and  capital  outlay  purposes  from  any  interdepartmental  reserve  or  work  order 
fund  without  specific  appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  amount  detailed  in  departmental  budgets  for  services  of  other  City  departments 
cannot  be  transferred  to  other  spending  categories  without  prior  agreement  from  both  the 
requesting  and  performing  departments. 

The  Controller,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Section  3.105,  shall  review  and  may 
adjust  charges  or  fees  for  services  that  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
the  administration  of  the  Computer  Store.  Such  fees  are  hereby  appropriated  for  that 
purpose. 
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SECTION  10.  Positions  in  the  City  Service. 

Department  heads  shall  not  make  appointments  to  any  office  or  position  until  the 
Controller  shall  certify  that  funds  are  available. 

Funds  provided  herein  for  salaries  or  wages  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Controller,  be 
used  to  provide  for  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  the 
occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without  pay,  or  for  the  temporan/  filling  of 
a  vacancy  in  a  budgeted  position.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  approve  the  use  of 
existing  salary  appropriations  within  departments  to  fund  permanent  appointments  of  up 
to  six  months  to  backfill  anticipated  vacancies  to  ensure  implementation  of  successful 
succession  plans  and  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  mission  critical  knowledge.  The 
Controller  shall  provide  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  every  six  months 
enumerating  permanent  positions  created  under  this  authority. 

Appointments  to  seasonal  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the 
Controller  has  certified  the  availability  of  funds. 

The  Controller  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  any  position. 

SECTION  10.1  Positions,  Funds,  Transfers  for  Specific  Purposes. 

Funds  for  personnel  sen/ices  may  be  transferred  from  any  legally  available  source  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  approval  by  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  Board  or  Commission,  for  departments  under  their  respective  jurisdiction,  and 
on  authorization  of  the  Controller  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Human  Resources  Director 
for: 

(a)  Lump  sum  payments  to  officers,  employees,  police  officers  and  fire  fighters  other 
than  elective  officers  and  members  of  boards  and  commissions  upon  death  or  retirement 
or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated  sick  leave  benefits  m 
accordance  with  Civil  Sen/ice  Commission  rules. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  supervisory  differential  adjustment,  out  of  class  pay  or  other 
negotiated  premium  to  employees  who  qualify  for  such  adjustment  provided  that  the 
transfer  of  funds  must  be  made  from  funds  currently  available  in  departmental  personal 
service  appropriations. 

(c)  Payment  of  any  legal  salary  or  fringe  benefit  obligations  of  the  City  and  County 
including  amounts  required  to  fund  arbitration  awards. 

(d)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  salary  appropriations  for  positions 
administratively  reclassified  or  temporarily  exchanged  by  the  Human  Resources  Director 
provided  that  the  reclassified  position  and  the  former  position  are  in  the  same  functional 
area. 

(e)  Positions  may  be  substituted  or  exchanged  between  the  various  salan/ 
appropriations  or  position  classifications  when  approved  by  the  Human  Resources 
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Director  as  long  as  said  transfers  do  not  increase  total  departmental  personnel  service 
appropriations. 

(f)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  upon  the  request  of  a  department 
head  and  the  approval  by  the  Mayor's  Office  to  transfer  from  any  legally  available  funds 
amounts  needed  to  fund  legally  mandated  salaries,  fringe  benefits  and  other  costs  of  City 
employees.  Such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  set  forth  herein. 

(g)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  any  legally  available  funds  to  adjust 
salary  and  fringe  benefit  appropriations  as  required  under  reclassifications  recommended 
by  the  Human  Resources  Director  and  approved  "by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
implementing  the  Management  Compensation  and  Classification  Plan. 

Amounts  transferred  shall  not  exceed  the  actual  amount  required  including  the  cost  to  the 
City  and  County  of  mandatory  fringe  benefits. 

(h)  Pursuant  to  California  Labor  Code  Section  4850.4,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to 
make  advance  payments  from  departments'  salary  accounts  to  employees  participating  in 
CalPERS  who  apply  for  disability  retirement.  Repayment  of  these  advanced  disability 
retirement  payments  from  CalPERS  and  from  employees  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
departments'  salary  account. 

(i)  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  transfer  funds  into  a  Post  Employment  Retiree 
Health  Benefit  Trust  Fund  to  offset  a  portion  of  the  liability  of  retiree  health  costs  for 
anticipated  new  hires.  The  calculation  of  the  transfer  will  be  based  on  1%  of  the  salary 
paid  to  expected  hires  over  the  fiscal  year.  The  source  of  funds  from  non-General  Fund 
supported  departments  may  be  transferred  from  any  legally  available  source  from  these 
departments. 

SECTION  10.2  Professional  Services  Contracts. 

Funds  appropriated  for  professional  service  contracts  may  be  transferred  to  the  account 
for  salaries  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
using  City  personnel  in  lieu  of  private  contractors  with  the  approval  of  the  Human 
Resources  Director  and  the  Mayor  and  the  certification  by  the  Controller  that  such 
transfer  of  funds  would  not  increase  the  cost  of  government. 

SECTION  10.3  Surety  Bond  Fund  Administration 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  allocate  funds  from  capital  project  appropriations  to 
the  San  Francisco  Self-Insurance  Surety  Bond  Fund,  as  governed  by  Administrative  Code 
Section  10.100-317  and  in  accordance  with  amounts  determined  pursuant  to 
Administrative  Code  Section  14B.16. 

SECTION  10.4  Salary  Adjustments,  Memoranda  of  Understanding  (MOUs). 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  the  Salary  and  Benefits 
Reserve,  or  any  legally  available  funds,  amounts  necessary  to  adjust  appropriations  for 
salaries  and  related  mandatory  fringe  benefits  of  employees  whose  compensation  is 
pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  A8.403  (Registered  Nurses),  AS. 404  (Transit  Operators), 
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A8.409  (Miscellaneous  Employees),  A8.405  and  A8. 590-1  through  AS. 590-5  (Police  and 
Firefighters),  revisions  to  State  Law,  and/or  collective  bargaining  agreements  adopted 
pursuant  to  the  Charter  or  arbitration  award.  The  Controller  and  Director  of  Human 
Resources  are  further  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  the  rates  of  compensation  to 
reflect  current  pay  rates  for  any  positions  affected  by  the  foregoing  provisions. 

Adjustments  made  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  reflect  only  the  percentage  increase 
required  to  adjust  appropriations  to  reflect  revised  salary  and  premium  pay  requirements 
above  the  funding  level  established  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  respective  departments. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  reserves  or  any  legally  available 
funds  amounts  necessary  to  provide  costs  of  non-salary  benefits  in  ratified  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  arbitration  awards.  The  Controller's  Office  shall  report  to  the  Budget 
and  Finance  Committee  on  the  status  of  the  Salary  and  Benefits  Reserve,  including 
amounts  transferred  to  individual  City  Departments  and  remaining  Reserve  balances, 
following  the  first  quarter  of  FY  2009-10  and  as  part  of  the  Controllers  Six  and  Nine 
Month  Budget  Status  Reports. 

SECTION  10.5  MOUs  to  be  Reflected  in  Department  Budgets. 

Should  the  City  and  County  adopt  an  MOD  with  a  recognized  employee  bargaining 
organization  during  the  fiscal  year  which  has  fiscal  effects,  the  Controller  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  reflect  the  budgetary  impact  of  said  MOU  in  departmental  appropriations 
by  transferring  amounts  to  or  from  the  Salary  and  Benefits  Reserve,  or,  for  self-supporting 
or  restricted  funds,  to  or  from  the  respective  unappropriated  fund  balance  account.  All 
amounts  transferred  pursuant  to  this  section  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose. 

SECTION  10.6  Funding  Memoranda  of  Understanding  (MOUs). 

Whenever  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  ratified  by  ordinance  or  resolution  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  has  not  contested  an  arbitration  award  with  recognized  employee 
organizations  and  said  memoranda  or  award  contains  provisions  requiring  the 
expenditure  of  funds,  the  Controller,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Human  Resources 
Director,  shall  reserve  sufficient  funds  to  comply  with  such  provisions  and  such  funds  are 
hereby  appropriated  for  such  purposes.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
transfers  from  funds  hereby  reserved  or  legally  available  as  may  be  required  to  make 
funds  available  to  departments  to  carry  out  the  purposes  required  by  the  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  arbitration  award. 

SECTION  10.7  Fringe  Benefit  Rate  Adjustments. 

Appropriations  herein  made  for  fringe  benefits  may  be  adjusted  by  the  Controller  to  reflect 
revised  amounts  required  when  contribution  rates  are  adjusted  during  the  fiscal  year.  The 
Controller  is  authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  transfer  between  departmental 
appropriations  and  the  General  Reserve  or  other  unappropriated  balance  of  funds  any 
amounts  resulting  from  authorized  contribution  rate  changes  during  the  fiscal  year  and 
such  amounts  are  hereby  appropriated  to  said  accounts. 
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When  the  Controller  determines  that  prepayment  of  the  employer  share  of  pension 
contributions  is  likely  to  be  fiscally  advantageous,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  adjust 
appropriations  and  transfers  in  order  to  make  such  prepayments. 

SECTION  10.8  Police  Department  Uniformed  Positions. 

Positions  in  the  Police  Department  for  each  of  the  various  ranks  that  are  filled  based  on 
the  educational  attainment  of  individual  officers  may  be  filled  interchangeably  at  any  level 
within  the  rank  (e.g.,  Patrol  Officer  Q2,  Q3  or  Q4,  Sergeant  Q50,  Q51,  Q52).  The 
Controller  and  Director  of  Human  Resources  are  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  payrolls, 
salary  ordinances  and  other  documents,  where  necessary,  to  reflect  the  current  status  of 
individual  employees;  provided  however,  that  nothing  s  this  section  shall  authorize  an 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  positions  allocated  to  any  one  rank  or  to  the  Police 
Department. 

SECTION  10.9  Holidays,  Special  Provisions. 

Whenever  any  day  is  declared  to  be  a  holiday  by  proclamation  of  the  Mayor  after  such 
day  has  heretofore  been  declared  a  holiday  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  or 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Controller,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor's  Office, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  transfer  of  funds  not  to  exceed  the  actual  cost  of  said 
holiday  from  any  legally  available  funds. 

SECTION  10.10  Litigation  Reserve,  Payments. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  the  Reserve  for  Litigation 
Account  for  General  Fund  supported  departments  or  from  any  other  legally  available 
funds  for  other  funds,  amounts  required  to  make  payments  required  to  settle  litigation 
against  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  has  been  recommended  by  the  City 
Attorney  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
Charter.  Such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  herein. 

SECTION  10.11  Changes  in  Health  Services  Eligibility. 

Should  the  Board  of  Supervisors  amend  Administrative  Code  Section  16.700  to  change 
the  eligibility  in  the  City's  Health  Service  System,  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  transfer  from  any  legally  available  funds  or  the  Salary  and  Fringe  Reserve  for  the 
amount  necessary  to  provide  health  benefit  coverage  not  already  reflected  in  the 
departmental  budgets. 

SECTION  10.12  Federal  Stimulus  Funds  for  COBRA  Subsidies. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  appropriate  and  expend  such  funds  as  may  be  necessary 
to  provide  COBRA  subsidies  authorized  by  the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act 
(ARRA),  retroactive  to  the  effective  date  of  the  subsidies  authorized  by  ARRA,  and  paid 
for  through  payroll  tax  offsets  or  other  federal  reimbursements. 

SECTION  11.  Funds  Received  for  Special  Purposes,  Trust  Funds. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust 
funds,  revolving  funds,  and  reserves  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such 
fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  each 
such  fund  was  established. 
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The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and  trust 
funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional  grants  and  bequests  or  under 
other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with 
law  for  the  purposes  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  such  fund  was 
established. 

SECTION  11.1  Special  and  Trust  Funds  Appropriated. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from 
the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public 
agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be 
converted  into  money,  the  Controller  shall  establish  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing 
the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the  special  purposes  for  which  they  have 
been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains. 

Recurring  grant  funds  which  are  detailed  in  departmental  budget  submissions  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  annual  budget  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  met  the  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section  10.170  for  the  approval  to 
apply  for,  receive  and  expend  said  funds  and  shall  be  construed  to  be  funds  received  for 
a  specific  purpose  as  set  forth  in  this  section.  Positions  specifically  approved  by  granting 
agencies  in  said  grant  awards  may  be  filled  as  though  said  positions  were  included  in  the 
annual  budget  and  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  provided  however  that  the  tenure  of  such 
positions  shall  be  contingent  on  the  continued  receipt  of  said  grant  funds.  Individual 
grants  may  be  adjusted  by  the  Controller  to  reflect  actual  awards  made  if  granting 
agencies  increase  or  decrease  the  grant  award  amounts  estimated  in  budget 
submissions. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  funds  or  said  accounts  as  created  herein,  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  or  for  which 
said  accounts  are  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said 
expenditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  funds  are  maintained. 

SECTION  11.2  Insurance  Recoveries. 

Any  moneys  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  pursuant  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  insurance  policy  are  hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  to  the 
general  city  or  specific  departments  for  associated  costs  or  claims. 

SECTION  11.3  Bond  Premiums. 

Premiums  received  from  the  sale  of  bonds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  bond  interest  and 
redemption  purposes  of  the  issue  upon  which  it  was  received. 
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SECTION  11.4  Ballot  Arguments. 

Receipts  in  and  expenditures  for  payment  for  the  printing  of  ballot  arguments,  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  this  appropriation  is 
established. 

SECTION  11.5  Tenant  Overtime. 

Whenever  employees  of  departments  are  required  to  work  overtime  on  account  of 
services  required  by  renters,  lessees  or  tenants  of  City-owned  or  occupied  properties,  or 
recipients  of  services  from  City  departments,  in  connection  with  such  properties  the  cost 
of  such  overtime  employment  shall  be  collected  by  the  departments  from  the  requesters 
of  said  services  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  departmental 
appropriations.  All  moneys  deposited  therein  are  hereby  appropriated  for  such  purpose. 

SECTION  11.6  Refunds. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding 
amounts  deposited  in  the  Treasury  in  excess  of  amounts  due,  and  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  from  each  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law.  Whereby  State 
statute,  local  ordinance  or  court  order,  interest  is  payable  on  amounts  to  be  refunded,  in 
the  absence  of  appropriation  therefore,  such  interest  is  herewith  appropriated  from  the 
unappropriated  interest  fund  or  interest  earnings  of  the  fund  involved.  The  Controller  is 
authorized,  and  funds  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  refund  overpayments  and  any 
mandated  interest  or  penalties  from  State,  Federal  and  local  agencies  when  audits  or 
other  financial  analyses  determine  that  the  City  has  received  payments  in  excess  of 
amounts  due. 

SECTION  11.7  Arbitrage. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  refund  excess  interest  earnings  on 
bond  proceeds  (arbitrage)  when  such  amounts  have  been  determined  to  be  due  and 
payable  under  applicable  Internal  Revenue  Service  regulations.  Such  arbitrage  refunds 
shall  be  charged  in  the  various  bond  funds  in  which  the  arbitrage  earnings  were  recorded 
and  such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose. 

SECTION  11.8  Damage  Recoveries. 

Moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  City-owned  property  and  equipment  are 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  department  concerned  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such 
equipment  or  property.  Moneys  received  as  payment  for  liquidated  damages  in  a  City- 
funded  construction  project  are  appropriated  to  the  department  incurring  costs  of  repairing 
or  abating  the  damages.  Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged 
property  or  equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to  a  related  fund. 

SECTION  11.9  Purchasing  Damage  Recoveries. 

That  portion  of  funds  received  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
21.33  -  failure  to  deliver  article  contracted  for  -  as  may  be  needed  to  affect  the  required 
procurement  are  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be 
credited  the  related  fund. 
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SECTION  11.10  Off-Street  Parking  Guarantees. 

Whenever  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  authorized  the  execution  of  agreements  with 
corporations  for  the  construction  of  off-street  parking  and  other  facilities  under  which  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  guarantees  the  payment  of  the  corporations'  debt 
service  or  other  payments  for  operation  of  the  facility,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the 
Controller  to  reserve  from  parking  meter  or  other  designated  revenues  sufficient  funds  to 
provide  for  such  guarantees.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  payments  as 
previously  guaranteed  to  the  extent  necessary  and  the  reserves  approved  in  each  Annual 
Appropriation  Ordinance  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  Controller  shall 
notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors  annually  of  any  payments  made  pursuant  to  this  Section. 

SECTION  11.11  Hotel  Tax. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  monies  collected  pursuant  to  the  tax  imposed 
by  Section  502  of  Article  7  of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (  "Hotel  Tax 
Revenues")  are  appropriated  for  fiscal  year  2011-12  by  this  ordinance.  The  fiscal  year  1 
appropriation  to  agencies  listed  below  represents  the  Hotel  Tax  appropriation  for  fiscal 
year  2011-12.  The  amounts  of  those  appropriations  and  their  purposes  are  summarized 
in  the  chart  set  forth  below  for  information.  The  appropriation  of  Hotel  Tax  Revenues  to 
the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  for  fiscal  year  201 1-12  is  and  may  be  used  solely  for 
the  maintenance,  operation  and  continuation  of  the  Steinhart  Aquarium.  All  Hotel  Tax 
Revenues  collected  in  fiscal  year  2011-12  in  excess  of  the  amounts  appropriated  herein 
for  the  specific  purposes  set  forth  below,  any  interest  and  revenue  derived  from  the 
investment  of  Hotel  Tax  Revenues,  and  any  unencumbered  or  unexpended  balance  of 
the  appropriation  for  specific  purposes  remaining  at  fiscal  year  end,  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  General  Fund.

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SECTION  11.12  Hotel  Tax  -  Special  Situations. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  interfund  transfers  or  other 
adjustments  as  may  be  necessary  to  conform  budget  allocations  to  the  requirements  of 
the  agreements  and  indentures  of  the  1994  Lease  Revenue  and/or  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  Hotel  Tax  Revenue  Bond  issues. 

SECTION  11.13  Local  Transportation  Agency  Fund. 

Local  transportation  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  pursuant  to  the  Government  Code. 
SECTION  11.14  Insurance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  to  the  City  Risk  Manager  any  amounts 
indicated  in  the  budget  estimate  and  appropriated  hereby  for  the  purchase  of  insurance  or 
the  payment  of  insurance  premiums. 

SECTION  11.15  Grants  to  Commission  on  Aging  and  Child  Support  Services 

The  Commission  on  Aging  and  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  are  authorized 
to  receive  and  expend  available  federal  and  state  contributions  and  grant  awards  for  their 
target  populations.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the 
appropriate  entries  to  reflect  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  said  grant  award  funds  and 
contributions. 

SECTION  11.16  FEMA,  OES,  Other  Reimbursements. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  recovers  funds  from  any  federal  or  state  agency  as 
reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  damages  resulting  from  earthquakes  and  related 
aftershocks  or  other  natural  disasters  for  which  the  Mayor  has  declared  a  state  of 
emergency,  such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  Controller  is 
authorized  to  transfer  such  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  departmental  appropriation  which 
initially  incurred  the  cost,  or,  if  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  expenses  were  charged  has 
ended,  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  which  incurred  the  expenses. 

SECTION  11.17  Interest  on  Grant  Funds. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  earns  interest  on  funds  received  from  the  State  of 
California  or  the  federal  government  and  said  interest  is  specifically  required  to  be 
expended  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  funds  have  been  received,  said  interest  is  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  under  which  the  principal  is  received  and 
appropriated. 

SECTION  11.18  Treasurer  -  Banking  Agreements. 

Whenever  the  Treasurer  finds  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  County  to  use 
either  a  compensating  balance  or  fee  for  service  agreement  to  secure  banking  services 
that  benefit  all  participants  of  the  pool,  any  funds  necessary  to  be  paid  for  such 
agreement  are  to  be  charged  against  interest  earnings  and  such  funds  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  purpose. 
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The  Treasurer  may  offset  banking  charges  that  benefit  all  participants  of  the  investment 
pool  against  interest  earned  by  the  pool.  The  Treasurer  shall  allocate  other  bank  charges 
and  credit  card  processing  to  Departments  or  pool  participants  that  benefit  from  those 
services.  The  Controller  may  transfer  funds  appropriated  in  the  budget  to  general  fund 
Departments  as  necessary  to  support  allocated  charges. 

SECTION  11.19  City  Buildings-Acquisition  with  Certificates  of  Participation  (COPs). 
Receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  accounts  set  up  for  the  acquisition  and  operation  of 
City-owned  buildings  including,  but  not  limited  to  25  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  1660  Mission 
Street,  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  various  bond  indentures 
through  which  said  properties  were  acquired. 

SECTION  11.20  Generally  Accepted  Principles  of  Financial  Statement  Presentation. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  adjustments  to  departmental  budgets  as  part 
of  the  year-end  closing  process  to  conform  amounts  to  the  Charter  provisions  and 
generally  accepted  principles  of  financial  statement  presentation. 

SECTION  11.21      Fund  Balance  Reporting  and  Government  Fund  Type  Definitions 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  or  adjust  fund  type  definitions  for  restricted, 
committed  or  assigned  revenues  and  expenditures,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  Statement  54.  These  changes  will  be 
designed  to  enhance  the  usefulness  of  fund  balance  information  by  providing  clearer  fund 
balance  classifications  that  can  be  more  consistently  applied  and  by  clarifying  the  existing 
governmental  fund  type  definitions.  Reclassification  of  funds  shall  be  reviewed  by  the 
City's  outside  auditors  during  their  audit  of  the  City's  financial  statements. 

SECTION  11.22  State  Local  Public  Safety  Fund. 

Amounts  received  from  the  State  Local  Public  Safety  Fund  (Sales  Taxes)  for  deposit  to 
the  Public  Safety  Augmentation  Fund  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  for  use  in 
meeting  eligible  costs  of  public  safety  as  provided  by  State  law  and  said  funds  are 
appropriated  for  said  purposes. 

Said  funds  shall  be  allocated  to  support  public  safety  department  budgets,  but  not  specific 
appropriation  accounts,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  expended  at  a  rate  of  75°o  of  eligible 
departmental  expenditures  up  to  the  full  amount  received.  The  Controller  is  hereby 
directed  to  establish  procedures  to  comply  with  state  reporting  requirements. 

SECTION  11.23  Laguna  Honda  Employee  Development  Account. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  special  funds  as  may  be  required  to 
receive  employee,  corporate  and  private  donations  made  for  the  purpose  of  funding 
employee  training  and  development.  Donated  funds  for  employee  development  will  be 
automatically  appropriated  for  such  purpose,  and  shall  be  maintained  in  the  City  s 
financial  systems. 

SECTION  11.24  Mayor's  Transition  Plan  Project  Expenditures 
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No  sooner  than  January  10,  2012,  and  upon  receipt  of  a  plan  that  details  proposed 
expenditures  in  the  Mayor's  Transition  Plan  Project,  the  Controller  shall  transfer  funding 
appropriated  in  FY11-12  to  the  Mayor's  Office.  Expenditures  from  this  project  shall  be 
consistent  with  the  City's  budget  and  appropriation  practices  and  policies 


SECTION  12.  Special  Situations. 
SECTION  12.1  Revolving  Funds. 

Surplus  funds  remaining  in  departmental  appropriations  may  be  transferred  to  fund 
increases  in  revolving  funds  up  to  the  amount  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  if 
said  Board,  by  ordinance,  has  authorized  an  increase  in  said  revolving  fund  amounts. 

SECTION  12.2  Interest  Allocations. 

Interest  shall  not  be  allocated  to  any  special,  enterprise,  or  trust  fund  or  account  unless 
said  allocation  is  required  by  Charter,  state  law  or  specific  provision  in  the  legislation  that 
created  said  fund.  Any  interest  earnings  not  allocated  to  special,  enterprise  or  trust  funds 
or  accounts  shall  be  credited,  by  the  Controller,  to  General  Fund  Unallocated  Revenues. 

SECTION  12.3  Property  Tax. 

Consistent  with  the  State  Teeter  Plan  requirements,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  elects  to 
continue  the  alternative  method  of  distribution  of  tax  levies  and  collections  in  accordance 
with  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section  4701.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the 
Controller  to  maintain  the  Teeter  Tax  Losses  Reserve  Fund  at  an  amount  not  less  than 
1%  of  the  total  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  the  secured  roll  for  that  year  for 
participating  entities  in  the  county  as  provided  by  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section 
4703.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Controller  to  make  timely  property  tax 
distributions  to  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  through  the  budget, 
through  development  pass-through  contracts,  through  tax  increment  allocation  pledge 
agreements,  and  as  mandated  by  State  law. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  recover  costs  from  the  levy,  collection  and 
administration  of  property  taxes. 

SECTION  12.4  New  Project  Reserves. 

Where  this  Board  has  set  aside  a  portion  of  the  General  Reserve  for  a  new  project  or 
program  approved  by  a  supplemental  appropriation,  any  funds  not  required  for  the 
approved  supplemental  appropriation  shall  be  returned  to  the  General  Fund  General 
Reserve  by  the  Controller. 

SECTION  12.5  Aid  Payments. 

Aid  paid  from  funds  herein  provided  and  refunded  during  the  fiscal  year  hereof  shall  be 
credited  to,  and  made  available  in,  the  appropriation  from  which  said  aid  was  provided. 
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SECTION  12.6  Department  of  Public  Health  Transfer  Payments. 

To  more  accurately  reflect  the  total  net  budget  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  this 
ordinance  shows  net  revenues  received  from  certain  State  and  Federal  health  programs. 
Funds  necessary  to  participate  in  such  programs  that  require  transfer  payments  are 
hereby  appropriated. 

SECTION  12.7  Municipal  Transportation  Agency. 

Consistent  with  the  provisions  of  Proposition  E  and  Proposition  A  creating  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  and  including  the  Parking  and  Traffic  function  as  a  part  of  the 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  such  transfers  and 
reclassification  of  accounts  necessary  to  properly  reflect  the  provision  of  central  services 
to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  in  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  City.  No  change 
can  increase  or  decrease  the  overall  level  of  the  City's  budget. 

SECTION  12.8  Treasure  Island  Authority. 

Should  the  Treasure  Island  property  be  conveyed  and  deed  transferred  from  the  Federal 
Government,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  budgetary  adjustments 
necessary  to  ensure  that  there  is  no  General  Fund  impact  from  this  conveyance. 

SECTION  12.9  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  Stabilization  Fund. 

Hetch  Hetchy  has  entered  into  a  long-term  agreement  to  purchase  a  fixed  amount  of 
power.  Any  excess  power  from  this  contract  will  be  sold  back  to  the  power  market. 

To  limit  Hetch  Hetchy's  risk  from  adverse  market  conditions  in  the  future  years  of  the 
contract,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  a  power  stabilization  account  that 
reserves  any  excess  revenues  from  power  sales  in  the  early  years  of  the  contract.  These 
funds  may  be  used  to  offset  potential  losses  in  the  later  years  of  the  contract.  The 
balance  in  this  fund  may  be  reviewed  and  adjusted  annually. 

The  power  purchase  amount  reflected  in  the  department's  expenditure  budget  is  the  net 
amount  of  the  cost  of  power  purchased  for  Hetch  Hetchy  use.  Power  purchase 
appropriations  may  be  increased  by  the  Controller  to  reflect  the  pass  through  costs  of 
fX)wer  purchased  for  resale  under  long-term  fixed  contracts  previously  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

SECTION  12.10  Closure  of  Special  Funds  and  Projects. 

In  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  Section  1 0.1 00-1  (d).  if  there  has  been  no 
expenditure  activity  for  the  past  two  fiscal  years,  a  special  fund  or  project  can  be  closed 
and  repealed.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  close  such  funds, 
consistent  with  the  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

SECTION  12.11  Charter-Mandated  Baseline  Appropriation. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  or  reduce  budgetary  appropriations  as  required 
by  the  Charter  for  baseline  allocations  .to  align  allocations  to  the  amounts  required  by 
formula  based  on  actual  revenues  received  during  the  fiscal  year.  Departments  must 
obtain  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval  prior  to  any  expenditure  suported  by  increasing 
baseline  allocations  as  required  under  the  Charter  and  the  Municipal  Code. 
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SECTION  12.12  Parking  Tax  Allocation 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  or  decrease  final  budgetary  allocation  of  parking 
tax  in-lieu  transfers  to  reflect  actual  collections  to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 
and  to  the  Human  Services  Agency,  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services.  The 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency  and  the  Human  Services  Agency  must  obtain  Board  of 
Supervisors'  approval  prior  to  any  expenditure  supported  by  allocations  that  accrue  to  the 
Agencies  that  are  greater  than  those  already  appropriated  in  the  Annual  Appropriation 
Ordinance. 

SECTION  13.  Redevelopment  Agency,  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority. 

The  budgets  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority  are  subject  to  separate  approval  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Work  performed  by  City  departments  for  either  the  Redevelopment  Agency  or  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  may  also  be  reflected  in  the  City's  budget. 
Administrative  support  to  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  shall  be  performed 
by  the  General  Services  Agency.  The  General  Services  Agency  shall  include  required 
positions  and  operating  costs  in  its  annual  budget,  funded  by  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority. 

SECTION  14.  Departments. 

The  term  department  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office, 
utility,  agency,  board  or  commission,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  term  department  head  as 
used  herein  shall  be  the  chief  executive  duly  appointed  and  acting  as  provided  in  the 
Charter.  When  one  or  more  departments  are  reorganized  or  consolidated,  the  former 
entities  may  be  displayed  as  separate  units,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Controller,  this  will 
facilitate  accounting  or  reporting. 

(a)  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for  budget  purposes 
and  for  disbursement  of  funds  within  each  of  the  enterprises.  The  entity  shall  retain  its 
enterprises,  including  Water,  Hetch  Hetchy,  Wastewater,  and  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  as  separate  utility  fund  enterprises  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  with  the  authority  provided  by  the  Charter.  This  section  shall  not 
be  construed  as  a  merger  or  completion  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  which  shall  not  be 
deemed  completed  until  a  specific  finding  of  completion  has  been  made  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.  The  consolidated  agency  will  be  recognized  for  purposes  of 
determining  employee  seniority,  position  transfers,  budgetary  authority  and  transfers  or 
reappropriation  of  funds. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a  General  Services  Agency,  headed  by  the  City  Administrator, 
including  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Department  of  Telecommunication  and 
Information  Services,  and  the  Department  of  Administrative  Services 

The  City  Administrator  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for  budget  purposes  and  for 
disbursement  of  funds.  This  budgetary  structure  does  not  affect  the  separate  legal  status 
of  the  departments  placed  within  the  entity:  Administrative  Services,  Medical  Examiner, 
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Convention  and  Facilities  IVIanagement,  and  Animal  Care  and  Control.  Each  of  these 
departments  shall  retain  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  departments  as  provided  m  the 
Charter  and  the  Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  appointing  and 
contracting  authority. 

(c)  There  shall  be  a  Human  Services  Agency,  which  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for 
budget  purposes  and  for  disbursement  of  funds.  Within  the  Human  Services  Agency  shall 
be  two  departments:  (1)  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  under  the  Human  Services 
Commission,  and  (2)  the  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  ("DAAS"),  under  the 
Mayor,  includes  Adult  Protective  Services,  the  Public  Administrator/Public  Guardian,  the 
Mental  Health  Consen/ator,  the  Office  on  Aging,  the  County  Veterans'  Sen^ice  Officer, 
and  the  In-Home  Supportive  Sen/ices  Program.  This  budgetary  structure  does  not  affect 
the  legal  status  or  structure  of  the  two  departments,  unless  reorganized  under  Charter 
Section  4.132.  The  Director  of  Human  Resources  and  the  Controller  are  authorized  to 
transfer  employees,  positions,  and  funding  in  order  to  effectuate  the  transfer  of  the 
program  from  one  department  to  the  other.  The  consolidated  agency  will  be  recognized 
for  purposes  of  determining  employee  seniority,  position  transfers,  budgetary  authority 
and  transfers  or  reappropriation  of  funds. 

The  departments  within  the  Human  Sen/ices  Agency  shall  coordinate  with  each  other  and 
with  the  Commission  on  Aging  to  improve  delivery  of  services,  increase  administrative 
efficiencies  and  eliminate  duplication  of  efforts.  To  this  end,  they  may  share  staff  and 
facilities.  The  Commission  on  Aging  shall  remain  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging.  This 
coordination  is  not  intended  to  diminish  the  authority  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  over 
matters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

The  Director  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  also  may  serve  as  the  department  head  for 
DAAS,  and/or  as  a  deputy  director  for  the  Department  of  Human  Sen/ices,  but  shall 
receive  no  additional  compensation  by  virtue  of  an  additional  appointment.  If  an  additional 
appointment  is  made,  it  shall  not  diminish  the  authority  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  over 
matters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

SECTION  15.  Travel  Reimbursement  and  Cell  Phone  Stipends. 

The  Controller  shall  establish  rules  for  the  payment  of  all  amounts  payable  for  travel  for 
officers  and  employees,  and  for  the  presentation  of  such  vouchers  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  in  connection  with  expenditures  made  pursuant  to  said  Section.  No  allowance 
shall  be  made  for  traveling  expenses  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  unless  funds  have 
been  appropriated  or  set  aside  for  such  expenses  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter. 

The  Controller  may  advance  the  sums  necessary  for  traveling  expenses,  but  proper 
account  and  return  must  be  made  of  said  sums  so  advanced  by  the  person  receiving  the 
same  within  ten  days  after  said  person  returns  to  duty  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  failure  on  the  part  of  the  person  involved  to  make  such  accounting  shall  be 
sufficient  cause  for  the  Controller  to  withhold  from  such  persons  pay  check  or  checks  in  a 
sum  equivalent  to  the  amount  to  be  accounted. 
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In  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Human  Resources,  the  Controller  shall  establish  rules 
and  parameters  for  the  payment  of  monthly  stipends  to  officers  and  employees  who  use 
their  own  cells  phones  to  maintain  continuous  communication  with  their  workplace,  and 
who  participate  in  a  Citywide  program  that  reduces  costs  of  City-owned  cell  phones 

SECTION  16.  Contributed  Revenue  Reserve. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  a  Contributed  Revenue  Reserve  to 
accumulate  receipts  in  excess  of  those  estimated  revenues  or  unexpended  appropriations 
stated  herein.  Said  reserve  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  budget  of  the 
subsequent  year,  and  the  receipts  in  this  reserve  are  hereby  appropriated  for  said 
purpose. 

SECTION  17.  Airport  Service  Payment. 

The  moneys  received  from  the  Airport's  revenue  fund  as  the  Annual  Service  Payment 
provided  in  the  Airline-Airport  Lease  and  Use  Agreement  are  in  satisfaction  of  all 
obligations  of  the  Airport  Commission  for  indirect  services  provided  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  Commission  and  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and 
constitute  the  total  transfer  to  the  City's  General  Fund. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  to  the  City's  General  Fund 
from  the  Airport  revenue  fund  with  the  approval  of  the  Airport  Commission  funds  that 
constitute  the  annual  service  payment  provided  in  the  Airline  -  Airport  Lease  and  Use 
Agreement  in  addition  to  the  amount  stated  in  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance. 

On  the  last  business  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Airports 
Commission,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  all  moneys 
remaining  in  the  Airport's  Contingency  Account  to  the  Airport's  Revenue  Fund.  The 
Controller  is  further  authorized  and  directed  to  return  such  amounts  as  were  transferred 
from  the  Contingency  Account,  back  to  the  Contingency  Account  from  the  Revenue  Fund 
Unappropriated  Surplus  on  the  first  business  day  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Airports  Commission. 

SECTION  18.  Pooled  Cash,  Investments. 

The  Treasurer  and  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  available  fund  balances 
within  pooled  cash  accounts  to  meet  the  cash  management  of  the  City,  provided  that 
special  and  non-subsidized  enterprise  funds  shall  be  credited  interest  earnings  on  any 
funds  temporarily  borrowed  there  from  at  the  rate  of  interest  earned  on  the  City  Pooled 
Cash  Fund.  No  such  cash  transfers  shall  be  allowed  where  the  investment  of  said  funds 
in  investments  such  as  the  pooled  funds  of  the  City  and  County  is  restricted  by  law. 

SECTION  19.  Matching  Funds  for  Federal  or  State  Programs. 

Funds  contributed  to  meet  operating  deficits  and/or  to  provide  matching  funds  for  federal 
or  State  aid  (e.g.  Medicaid  under  SB  855  or  similar  legislation  for  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital)  are  specifically  deemed  to  be  made  exclusively  from  local  property  and 
business  tax  sources. 
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SECTION  20.  Advance  Funding  of  Bond  Projects  -  City  Departments. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  has  authorized  appropriations  for  the  advance  funding  of 
projects  which  may  at  a  future  time  be  funded  from  the  proceeds  of  general  obligation, 
revenue,  or  lease  revenue  bond  issues  or  other  legal  obligations  of  the  City  and  County, 
the  Controller  shall  recover  from  bond  proceeds  or  other  available  sources,  when  they 
become  available,  the  amount  of  any  interest  earnings  foregone  by  the  General  Fund  as 
a  result  of  such  cash  advance  to  disbursements  made  pursuant  to  said  appropriations. 
The  Controller  shall  use  the  monthly  rate  of  return  earned  by  the  Treasurer  on  City 
Pooled  Cash  Fund  during  the  period  a  periods  covered  by  the  advance  as  the  basis  for 
computing  the  amount  of  interest  foregone  which  is  to  be  credited  to  the  General  Fund. 

SECTION  21.  Advance  Funding  of  Projects  -  Transportation  Authority. 

Whenever  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  requests  advance  funding 
of  the  costs  of  administration  or  the  costs  of  projects  specified  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Transportation  Expenditure  Plan  which  will  be  funded  from  proceeds  of  the 
transactions  and  use  tax  as  set  forth  in  Article  14  of  Part  III  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  mai<e  such 
advance.  The  Controller  shall  recover  from  the  proceeds  of  the  transactions  and  use  tax 
when  they  become  available,  the  amount  of  the  advance  and  any  interest  earnings 
foregone  by  the  City  and  County  General  Fund  as  a  result  of  such  cash  advance  funding. 
The  Controller  shall  use  the  monthly  rate  of  return  earned  by  the  Treasurer  on  General 
City  Pooled  Cash  funds  during  the  period  or  periods  covered  by  the  advance  as  the  basis 
for  computing  the  amount  of  interest  foregone  which  is  to  be  credited  to  the  General 
Fund. 

SECTION  22.  Controller  to  Correct  Clerical  Errors. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  interdepartmental 
appropriations,  make  transfers  to  correct  objects  of  expenditures  classifications  and  to 
correct  clerical  or  computational  errors  as  may  be  ascertained  by  the  Controller  to  exist  in 
the  Annual  Budget  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Controller  shall  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  a  list  of  such  adjustments,  transfers  and  corrections  made  pursuant 
to  this  Section. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfers  to  correct  objects  of 
expenditure  classifications,  and  corrections  in  classifications  made  necessary  by  changes 
in  the  proposed  method  of  expenditure. 

SECTION  23.  Transfer  of  State  Revenues. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  transfer  revenues  among  City  departments  to  comply  with 
provisions  in  the  State  budget. 

SECTION  24.  Use  of  Permit  Revenues  from  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection. 

Permit  revenue  funds  from  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  that  are  transferred  to 
other  departments  as  shown  in  this  budget  shall  be  used  only  to  fund  the  planning, 
regulatory,  enforcement  and  building  design  activities  that  have  a  demonstrated  nexus 
with  the  projects  that  produce  the  fee  revenues. 
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SECTION  25.  Board  of  Supervisors  Official  Advertising  Charges. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to  collect  funds  from  enterprise  departments  to 
place  official  advertising.  The  funds  collected  are  automatically  appropriated  in  the  budget 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  they  are  received. 

SECTION  26.  Work  Order  Appropriations. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Controller  to  establish  work  orders  pursuant  to 
Board-approved  appropriations,  including  positions  needed  to  perform  work  order 
services,  and  corresponding  recoveries  for  services  that  are  fully  cost  covered,  including 
but  not  limited  to  services  provided  by  one  City  department  to  another  City  department,  as 
well  as  services  provided  by  City  departments  to  external  agencies,  including  but  not 
limited  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  the 
School  District,  and  the  Community  College. 

SECTION  27.  Close-Out  of  Reserved  Appropriations. 

On  an  annual  basis,  the  Controller  shall  report  the  status  of  all  reserves,  their  remaining 
balances,  and  departments'  explanations  of  why  funding  has  not  been  requested  for 
release.  Continuation  of  reserves  will  be  subject  to  consideration  and  action  by  the 
Budget  and  Finance  Committee.  The  Controller  shall  close  out  reserved  appropriations 
that  are  no  longer  required  by  the  department  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
appropriated. 

SECTION  27.1.  Reserves  Placed  on  Expenditures  by  Controller. 

Consistent  with  Charter  Section  3.105(d),  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  reserve 
expenditures  in  the  City's  budget  equal  to  uncertain  revenues,  as  deemed  appropriate  by 
the  Controller.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  remove,  transfer,  and  update  reserves  to 
expenditures  in  the  budget  as  revenue  estimates  are  updated  and  received  in  order  to 
maintain  City  operations. 

SECTION  28.  Appropriation  Control  of  Capital  Improvement  Projects  and  Equipment. 

Unless  otherwise  exempted  in  another  section  of  the  Administrative  Code  or  Annual 
Appropriation  Ordinance,  and  in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  Section  3.18, 
departments  may  transfer  funds  from  one  Board-approved  capital  project  to  another 
Board-approved  capital  project.  The  Controller  shall  approve  transfers  only  if  they  do  not 
materially  change  the  size  a  scope  of  the  original  project.  Annually,  the  Controller  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  transfers  of  funds  that  exceed  10%  of  the  original 
appropriation  to  which  the  transfer  is  made. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  approve  substitutions  within  equipment  items  purchased 
for  the  Laguna  Honda  Replacement  Project,  providing  that  the  purpose  of  the  substituted 
equipment  is  purchased  for  Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  and  the  total  cost  is  within  the  Board- 
approved  appropriation  for  such  equipment. 

SECTION  29.  Business  Improvement  Districts. 

Proceeds  from  all  special  assessments  levied  on  real  property  included  in  the  property- 
based  business  improvement  districts  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2012  in  the  respective  amounts  actually 
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received  by  the  City  and  County  in  such  fiscal  year  for  each  such  district.  Estimated 
amounts  of  those  appropriations  for  the  business  improvement  districts  identified  are 
summarized  in  the  chart  below  for  information  only.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to 
disburse  the  assessment  revenues  appropriated  by  this  section  to  the  respective  Owners' 
Associations  (as  defined  in  Section  36614.5  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code)  for  such 
districts  as  provided  in  the  management  district  plans,  resolutions  establishing  the 
districts,  annual  budgets  and  management  agreements,  as  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  each  such  district,  for  the  purposes  authorized  therein.

SECTIONS.  General  Authority. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the 
items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appropriated  herein. 

SECTION  4.  Interim  Budget  Provisions. 

All  funds  for  equipment  and  new  capital  improvements  shall  be  held  in  resen/e  until  final 
action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  No  new  equipment  shall  be  authorized  during  the 
interim  period  other  than  equipment  that,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Controller,  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  continued  operation  of  existing  programs  or  projects  previously  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Authorization  for  the  purchase  of  such  equipment  may  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

During  the  period  of  the  interim  annual  appropriation  ordinance  and  interim  annual  salary 
ordinance,  no  transfer  of  funds  within  a  department  shall  be  permitted  without  approval  of 
the  Controller,  Mayor's  Budget  Director  and  the  Budget  Analyst  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

When  the  Budget  Committee  reserves  selected  expenditure  items  pending  receipt  of 
additional  information  from  departments,  upon  receipt  of  the  required  information  to  the 
satisfaction  of  a  financial  committee,  the  Controller  may  release  the  previously  reserved 
funds  with  no  further  action  required  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

If  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommends  a  budget  that 
increases  funding  that  was  deleted  in  the  Mayor's  Budget,  the  Controller  shall  have  the 
authority  to  continue  to  pay  these  expenses  until  final  passage  of  the  budget  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  approval  of  the  budget  by  the  Mayor. 

SECTION  4.1  Interim  Budget  -  Positions. 

No  new  position  may  be  filled  in  the  interim  period  with  the  exception  of  those  positions 
which  in  the  discretion  of  the  Controller  are  critical  for  the  operation  of  existing  programs 
or  for  projects  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  are  required  for 
emergency  operations  or  where  such  positions  would  result  in  a  net  increase  in  revenues 
or  where  such  positions  are  required  to  comply  with  law.  New  positions  shall  be  defined 
as  those  positions  that  are  enumerated  in  the  Mayor's  budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
but  were  not  enumerated  in  the  appropriation  and  salary  ordinances  for  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  as  amended,  through  June  30  of  the  prior  fiscal  year.  In  the  event  the  Mayor  has 
approved  the  reclassification  of  a  position  in  the  department's  budget  for  the  current  fiscal 
year,  the  Controller  shall  process  a  temporary  or  "tx"  requisition  at  the  request  of  the 
department  and  subject  to  approval  of  the  Human  Resources  Director.  Such  action  will 
allow  for  the  continued  employment  of  the  incumbent  in  his  or  her  former  position  pending 
action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  proposed  reclassifications. 

If  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommends  a  budget  that 
reinstates  positions  that  were  deleted  in  the  Mayor's  Budget,  the  Controller  and  the 
Director  of  Human  Resources  shall  have  the  authority  to  continue  to  employ  and  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  reinstated  positions  until  final  passage  of  the  budget  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  approval  of  the  budget  by  the  Mayor. 
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SECTION  5.  Transfers  of  Functions  and  Duties. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any 
other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from 
one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the  related 
transfer  of  funds,  provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are 
herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  a  department  in  consideration  of 
departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made 
in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  such  service. 

Where  a  duty  or  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another  or 
departmental  reorganization  is  effected  as  provided  in  the  Charter,  in  addition  to  any 
required  transfer  of  funds,  the  Controller  and  Human  Resources  Director  are  authorized 
to  make  any  personnel  transfers  or  reassignments  between  the  affected  departments  and 
appointing  officers  at  a  mutually  convenient  time,  not  to  exceed  100  days  from  the 
effective  date  of  the  ordinance  transferring  the  duty  or  function.  The  Controller,  Director  of 
Human  Resources  and  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  assistance  of  the  City 
Attorney,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  changes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  conform  all  applicable  ordinances  to  reflect  said  reorganization,  transfer  of 
duty  or  performance  between  departments. 

SECTION  5.1  Agencies  Organized  under  One  Department. 

Where  one  or  more  departments  or  agencies  are  organized  under  a  single  appointing 
officer  or  department  head,  the  component  units  can  continue  to  be  shown  as  separate 
agencies  for  budgeting  and  accounting  purposes  to  facilitate  reporting.  However  the  entity 
shall  be  considered  a  single  department  for  purposes  of  employee  assignment  and 
seniority,  position  transfers,  and  transfers  of  monies  among  funds  within  the  Department 
of  Public  Health,  and  reappropriation  of  funds. 

SECTION  5.2  Continuing  Funds  Appropriated. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  provided  from  taxes,  the  Controller  shall  make  available  for 
expenditure  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  from  special  funds  whose  receipts  are 
continuously  appropriated  as  provided  in  the  Administrative  and  Municipal  Codes. 

SECTION  5.3  Multi-Year  Revenues. 

In  connection  with  money  received  in  one  fiscal  year  for  departmental  services  to  be 
performed  in  a  subsequent  year,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an  account  for 
depositing  revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  said  revenue  shall  be 
carried  forward  and  become  a  part  of  the  funds  available  for  appropriation  in  said  ensuing 
fiscal  year. 

SECTION  5.4  Contracting  Funds. 

All  money  received  in  connection  with  contracts  under  which  a  portion  of  the  moneys 
received  is  to  be  paid  to  the  contractors  and  the  remainder  of  the  moneys  received  inures 
to  the  City  and  County  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

(a)  That  portion  of  the  money  received  that  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  inures  to 
the  City  and  County  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriate  fund. 
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(b)  That  portion  of  the  money  received  that  under  the  terms  of  the  contracts  is  to  be 
paid  to  the  contractor  shall  be  deposited  in  special  accounts  and  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  said  purposes. 

SECTION  5.5  Real  Estate  Services. 

Rents  received  from  properties  acquired  or  held  in  trust  for  specific  purposes  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  for  maintenance  of  said  properties,  including 
services  of  the  General  Services  Agency. 

Moneys  received  from  lessees,  tenants  or  operators  of  City-owned  property  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  real  estate  services  relative  to  such  leases  or  operating  agreements 
are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  to  provide  such  sen/ices. 

SECTION  5.6  Collection  Services. 

In  any  contracts  for  the  collection  of  unpaid  bills  for  services  rendered  to  clients,  patients 
or  both  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  in  which  said  unpaid  bills  have  not  become 
delinquent  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section  1 0.37  and  10.38,  the 
Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  the  estimated  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the 
various  divisions  and  institutions  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  record  such 
recoveries.  Any  percentage  of  the  amounts,  not  to  exceed  25  percent,  recovered  from 
such  unpaid  bills  by  a  contractor  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  costs  of  said  contract. 
The  Controller  is  authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  appropriate  accounts  to 
record  total  collections  and  contract  payments  relating  to  such  unpaid  bills. 

SECTION  5.7  Contract  Amounts  Based  on  Savings. 

When  the  terms  of  a  contract  provide  for  payment  amounts  to  be  determined  by  a 
percentage  of  cost  savings  or  previously  unrecognized  revenues,  such  amounts  as  are 
actually  realized  from  either  said  cost  savings  or  unrecognized  revenues  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  to  pay  contract  amounts  due.  The  Controller  is 
authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  appropriate  accounts  to  record  such 
transactions. 

SECTION  5.8  Collection  and  Legal  Services 

In  any  contracts  between  the  City  Attorney's  Office  and  outside  counsel  for  legal  sen/ices 
in  connection  with  the  prosecution  of  actions  filed  on  behalf  of  the  City  or  for  assistance  in 
the  prosecution  of  actions  that  the  City  Attorney  files  in  the  name  of  the  People,  where  the 
fee  to  outside  counsel  is  contingent  on  the  recovery  of  a  judgment  or  other  monies  by  the 
City  through  such  action,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  the  estimated 
revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  to  record  such  recoveries.  A 
percentage  of  such  recoveries,  not  to  exceed  25  percent  plus  the  amount  of  any  out-of- 
pocket  costs  the  Controller  determines  were  actually  incurred  to  prosecute  such  action,  is 
hereby  appropriated  from  the  amount  of  such  recoveries  to  pay  the  contingent  fee  due  to 
such  outside  counsel  under  said  contract  and  any  costs  incurred  by  the  City  or  outside 
counsel  in  prosecuting  the  action.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  hereby  directed  to 
establish  appropriate  accounts  to  record  total  collections  and  contingent  fee  and  cost 
payments  relating  to  such  actions.  The  City  Attorney  as  verified  by  the  Controller  shall 
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report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  annually  on  the  collections  and  costs  incurred  under 
this  provision,  including  the  case  name,  amount  of  judgment,  the  fund  which  the  judgment 
was  deposited,  and  the  total  cost  of  and  funding  source  for  the  legal  action. 

SECTION  6.  Bond  Interest  and  Redemption. 

In  the  event  that  estimated  receipts  from  other  than  utility  revenues,  but  including 
amounts  from  ad-valorem,  taxes  shall  exceed  the  actual  requirements  for  bond  interest 
and  redemption,  said  excess  shall  be  transferred  to  a  General  Bond  Interest  and 
Redemption  Reserve  account.  The  Bond  Interest  and  Redemption  Resen/e  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  meet  debt  service  requirements  including  printing  of  bonds,  cost  of  bond 
rating  services  and  the  legal  opinions  approving  the  validity  of  bonds  authorized  to  be 
sold  not  otherwise  provided  for  herein. 

Issuance,  legal  and  financial  advisory  service  costs,  including  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  services  in  connection  therewith,  for  debt  instruments  issued  by  the  City 
and  County,  to  the  extent  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  authorizing  the  debt, 
may  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  such  debt  and  are  hereby  appropriated  for  said 
purposes. 

SECTION  7.  Allotment  Controls. 

Since  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated  are  based  on  estimated  receipts, 
income  or  revenues  which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the 
Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  of  such  duration  as  the  Controller  may 
determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be 
expended.  The  Controller  shall  revise  such  revenue  estimates  periodically.  If  such  revised 
estimates  indicate  a  shortage,  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amount  of 
the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the 
amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the 
Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department  the  amount  of 
appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually 
produced  by  the  levy  made  for  such  department. 

The  Controller  in  issuing  payments  or  in  certifying  contracts,  purchase  orders  or  other 
encumbrances  pursuant  to  Section  3.105  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted 
portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall 
not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such 
allotment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated 
at  the  time  of  allotment,  an  additional  allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the 
allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater 
than  the  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so 
established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations 
herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,

unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  transfers  or  supplemental  appropriations 
made  in  the  manner  provided  by  Section  9.105  of  the  Charter. 

SECTION  7.1  Prior  Year  Encumbrances. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  reserves  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  adjustments  in  connection  with  liquidation  of  encumbrances  and  other 
obligations  of  prior  years. 

SECTION  7.2  Equipment  Defined. 

Funds  for  the  purchase  of  items  of  equipment  having  a  significant  value  of  over  $5,000 
and  a  useful  life  of  three  years  and  over  shall  only  be  purchased  from  appropriations 
specifically  provided  for  equipment  or  lease-purchased  equipment,  including  equipment 
from  capital  projects.  Departments  may  purchase  additional  or  replacement  equipment 
from  previous  equipment  or  lease-purchase  appropriations,  or  from  citywide  equipment 
appropriations,  with  approval  of  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  Controller. 

Where  appropriations  are  made  herein  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  automotive  and  other 
equipment,  the  equipment  replaced  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  Department  of 
Administrative  Sen/ices  and  shall  be  withdrawn  from  service  on  or  before  delivery  to 
departments  of  the  new  automotive  equipment.  When  the  replaced  equipment  is  sold,  in 
lieu  of  being  traded-in,  the  proceeds  shall  be  deposited  to  a  revenue  account  of  the 
related  fund.  Provided,  however,  that  so  much  of  said  proceeds  as  may  be  required  to 
affect  the  purchase  of  the  new  equipment  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  Funds 
herein  appropriated  for  automotive  equipment  shall  not  be  used  to  buy  a  replacement  of 
any  automobile  superior  in  class  to  the  one  being  replaced  unless  it  has  been  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  making  of  the  original  appropriation. 

Appropriations  of  equipment  from  current  funds  shall  be  construed  to  be  annual 
appropriations  and  unencumbered  balances  shall  lapse  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

SECTION  7.3  Enterprise  Deficits. 

Funds  appropriated  herein  to  meet  estimated  enterprise  deficits  shall  be  made  available 
to  each  such  enterprise  only  to  the  extent  that  an  actual  deficit  shall  exist  and  not  to 
exceed  the  amount  herein  provided.  Any  amount  not  required  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
an  enterprise  fund  deficit  shall  be  transferred  back  to  the  General  Fund  at  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year.  Provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Supen/isors,  in  the  annual  budget,  may 
approve  appropriating  such  amounts  to  fund  the  activities  of  the  enterprise  in  the 
succeeding  fiscal  year. 

SECTION  8.  Expenditure  Estimates. 

Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the 
payment  of  salaries  or  wages,  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations 
are  made,  or  the  head  of  the  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interdepartmental 
order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller, 
when  requested,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during 
the  ensuing  period. 
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SECTION  8.1  State  and  Federal  Funds. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  Federal  and  State  funds  that  may  be  claimed  due 
to  new  General  Fund  expenditures  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
Director  of  Human  Resources  is  authorized  to  add  civil  service  positions  required  to 
implement  the  programs  authorized  by  these  funds.  The  Controller  and  the  Director  of 
Human  Resources  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  any  actions  taken  under  this 
authorization  before  the  Board  acts  on  the  Annual  Appropriation  and  Annual  Salary 
Ordinances. 

SECTION  8.2  State  and  Federal  Funding  Restorations 

If  additional  State  or  Federal  funds  are  allocated  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
to  backfill  State  reductions,  the  Controller  shall  backfill  any  funds  appropriated  to  any 
program  to  the  General  Fund  Reserve. 

SECTION  8.3  Process  for  Addressing  General  Fund  Revenue  Shortfalls 

Upon  receiving  Controller  estimates  of  revenue  shortfalls  that  exceed  the  value  of  the 
General  Fund  Reserve  and  any  other  allowances  for  revenue  shortfalls  in  the  adopted 
City  budget,  the  Mayor  shall  inform  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  actions  to  address  this 
shortfall.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  adopt  an  ordinance  to  reflect  the  Mayor's 
proposal  or  alternative  proposals  in  order  to  balance  the  budget. 


SECTION  9.  Interdepartmental  Services. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in 
making  payments  for  interdepartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  3.105  of  the  Charter,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  interdepartmental 
reserves  which  may  be  required  to  pay  for  future  obligations  which  result  from  current 
performances.  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Controller,  the  amounts  which  have 
been  set  aside  for  such  purposes  are  no  longer  required  or  are  in  excess  of  the  amount 
which  is  then  currently  estimated  to  be  required,  the  Controller  shall  transfer  the  amount 
no  longer  required  to  the  fund  balance  of  the  particular  fund  of  which  the  reserve  is  a  part. 
Provided  further  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  for  personnel  services,  rent, 
equipment  and  capital  outlay  purposes  from  any  interdepartmental  reserve  or  work  order 
fund  without  specific  appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  amount  detailed  in  departmental  budgets  for  services  of  other  City  departments 
cannot  be  transferred  to  other  spending  categories  without  prior  agreement  from  both  the 
requesting  and  performing  departments. 

The  Controller,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Section  3.105,  shall  review  and  may 
adjust  charges  or  fees  for  services  that  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
the  administration  of  the  Computer  Store.  Such  fees  are  hereby  appropriated  for  that 
purpose. 
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SECTION  10.  Positions  in  the  City  Service, 

Department  heads  shall  not  make  appointments  to  any  office  or  position  until  the 
Controller  shall  certify  that  funds  are  available. 

Funds  provided  herein  for  salaries  or  wages  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Controller,  be 
used  to  provide  for  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  the 
occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without  pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of 
a  vacancy  in  a  budgeted  position.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  approve  the  use  of 
existing  salary  appropriations  within  departments  to  fund  permanent  appointments  of  up 
to  six  months  to  backfill  anticipated  vacancies  to  ensure  implementation  of  successful 
succession  plans  and  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  mission  critical  knowledge.  The 
Controller  shall  provide  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  every  six  months 
enumerating  permanent  positions  created  under  this  authority. 

Appointments  to  seasonal  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the 
Controller  has  certified  the  availability  of  funds. 

The  Controller  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  any  position. 

SECTION  10.1  Positions,  Funds,  Transfers  for  Specific  Purposes. 

Funds  for  personnel  services  may  be  transferred  from  any  legally  available  source  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  approval  by  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  Board  or  Commission,  for  departments  under  their  respective  jurisdiction,  and 
on  authorization  of  the  Controller  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Human  Resources  Director 
for: 

(a)  Lump  sum  payments  to  officers,  employees,  police  officers  and  fire  fighters  other 
than  elective  officers  and  members  of  boards  and  commissions  upon  death  or  retirement 
or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated  sick  leave  benefits  m 
accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commission  rules. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  supen/isory  differential  adjustment,  out  of  class  pay  or  other 
negotiated  premium  to  employees  who  qualify  for  such  adjustment  provided  that  the 
transfer  of  funds  must  be  made  from  funds  currently  available  in  departmental  personal 
service  appropriations. 

(c)  Payment  of  any  legal  salary  or  fringe  benefit  obligations  of  the  City  and  County 
including  amounts  required  to  fund  arbitration  awards. 

(d)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  salary  appropriations  for  positions 
administratively  reclassified  or  temporarily  exchanged  by  the  Human  Resources  Director 
provided  that  the  reclassified  position  and  the  former  position  are  in  the  same  functional 
area. 

(e)  Positions  may  be  substituted  or  exchanged  between  the  various  salan/ 
appropriations  or  position  classifications  when  approved  by  the  Human  Resources 
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Director  as  long  as  said  transfers  do  not  increase  total  departmental  personnel  service 
appropriations. 

(f)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  upon  the  request  of  a  department 
head  and  the  approval  by  the  Mayor's  Office  to  transfer  from  any  legally  available  funds 
amounts  needed  to  fund  legally  mandated  salaries,  fringe  benefits  and  other  costs  of  City 
employees.  Such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  set  forth  herein. 

(g)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authonzed  to  transfer  any  legally  available  funds  to  adjust 
salary  and  fringe  benefit  appropriations  as  required  under  reclassifications  recommended 
by  the  Human  Resources  Director  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
implementing  the  fVlanagement  Compensation  and  Classification  Plan. 

Amounts  transferred  shall  not  exceed  the  actual  amount  required  including  the  cost  to  the 
City  and  County  of  mandatory  fringe  benefits. 

(h)  Pursuant  to  California  Labor  Code  Section  4850.4,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to 
make  advance  payments  from  departments'  salary  accounts  to  employees  participating  in 
CalPERS  who  apply  for  disability  retirement.  Repayment  of  these  advanced  disability 
retirement  payments  from  CalPERS  and  from  employees  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
departments'  salary  account. 

(i)  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  transfer  funds  into  a  Post  Employment  Retiree 
Health  Benefit  Trust  Fund  to  offset  a  portion  of  the  liability  of  retiree  health  costs  for 
anticipated  new  hires.  The  calculation  of  the  transfer  will  be  based  on  1%  of  the  salary 
paid  to  expected  hires  over  the  fiscal  year.  The  source  of  funds  from  non-General  Fund 
supported  departments  may  be  transferred  from  any  legally  available  source  from  these 
departments. 

SECTION  10.2  Professional  Services  Contracts. 

Funds  appropriated  for  professional  service  contracts  may  be  transferred  to  the  account 
for  salaries  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
using  City  personnel  in  lieu  of  private  contractors  with  the  approval  of  the  Human 
Resources  Director  and  the  Mayor  and  the  certification  by  the  Controller  that  such 
transfer  of  funds  would  not  increase  the  cost  of  government. 

SECTION  10.3  Surety  Bond  Fund  Administration 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  allocate  funds  from  capital  project  appropriations  to 
the  San  Francisco  Self-Insurance  Surety  Bond  Fund,  as  governed  by  Administrative  Code 
Section  10.100-317  and  in  accordance  with  amounts  determined  pursuant  to 
Administrative  Code  Section  14B.16. 

SECTION  10.4  Salary  Adjustments,  Memoranda  of  Understanding  (MOUs). 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  the  Salary  and  Benefits 
Resen/e,  or  any  legally  available  funds,  amounts  necessary  to  adjust  appropriations  for 
salaries  and  related  mandatory  fringe  benefits  of  employees  whose  compensation  is 
pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  A8.403  (Registered  Nurses),  AS. 404  (Transit  Operators), 
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A8.409  (Miscellaneous  Employees),  A8.405  and  A8. 590-1  through  AS. 590-5  (Police  and 
Firefighters),  revisions  to  State  Law,  and/or  collective  bargaining  agreennents  adopted 
pursuant  to  the  Charter  or  arbitration  award.  The  Controller  and  Director  of  Human 
Resources  are  further  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  the  rates  of  compensation  to 
reflect  current  pay  rates  for  any  positions  affected  by  the  foregoing  provisions. 

Adjustments  made  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  reflect  only  the  percentage  increase 
required  to  adjust  appropriations  to  reflect  revised  salary  and  premium  pay  requirements 
above  the  funding  level  established  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  respective  departments. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  reserves  or  any  legally  available 
funds  amounts  necessary  to  provide  costs  of  non-salary  benefits  in  ratified  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  arbitration  awards.  The  Controller's  Office  shall  report  to  the  Budget 
and  Finance  Committee  on  the  status  of  the  Salary  and  Benefits  Reserve,  including 
amounts  transferred  to  individual  City  Departments  and  remaining  Reserve  balances, 
following  the  first  quarter  of  FY  2009-10  and  as  part  of  the  Controller's  Six  and  Nine 
Month  Budget  Status  Reports. 

SECTION  10.5  MOUs  to  be  Reflected  In  Department  Budgets. 

Should  the  City  and  County  adopt  an  MOU  with  a  recognized  employee  bargaining 
organization  during  the  fiscal  year  which  has  fiscal  effects,  the  Controller  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  reflect  the  budgetary  impact  of  said  MOU  in  departmental  appropriations 
by  transferring  amounts  to  or  from  the  Salary  and  Benefits  Reserve,  or,  for  self-supporting 
or  restricted  funds,  to  or  from  the  respective  unappropriated  fund  balance  account.  All 
amounts  transferred  pursuant  to  this  section  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose. 

SECTION  10.6  Funding  Memoranda  of  Understanding  (MOUs). 

Whenever  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  ratified  by  ordinance  or  resolution  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  has  not  contested  an  arbitration  award  with  recognized  employee 
organizations  and  said  memoranda  or  award  contains  provisions  requiring  the 
expenditure  of  funds,  the  Controller,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Human  Resources 
Director,  shall  reserve  sufficient  funds  to  comply  with  such  provisions  and  such  funds  are 
hereby  appropriated  for  such  purposes.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
transfers  from  funds  hereby  reserved  or  legally  available  as  may  be  required  to  make 
funds  available  to  departments  to  carry  out  the  purposes  required  by  the  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  arbitration  award. 

SECTION  1 0.7  Fringe  Benefit  Rate  Adjustments. 

Appropriations  herein  made  for  fringe  benefits  may  be  adjusted  by  the  Controller  to  reflect 
revised  amounts  required  when  contribution  rates  are  adjusted  during  the  fiscal  year.  The 
Controller  is  authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  transfer  between  departmental 
appropriations  and  the  General  Reserve  or  other  unappropriated  balance  of  funds  any 
amounts  resulting  from  authorized  contribution  rate  changes  during  the  fiscal  year  and 
such  amounts  are  hereby  appropriated  to  said  accounts. 
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When  the  Controller  determines  that  prepayment  of  the  employer  share  of  pension 
contributions  is  likely  to  be  fiscally  advantageous,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  adjust 
appropriations  and  transfers  in  order  to  make  such  prepayments. 

SECTION  10.8  Police  Department  Uniformed  Positions. 

Positions  in  the  Police  Department  for  each  of  the  various  ranks  that  are  filled  based  on 
the  educational  attainment  of  individual  officers  may  be  filled  interchangeably  at  any  level 
within  the  rank  (e.g.,  Patrol  Officer  Q2,  Q3  or  Q4,  Sergeant  Q50,  Q51,  Q52).  The 
Controller  and  Director  of  Human  Resources  are  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  payrolls, 
salary  ordinances  and  other  documents,  where  necessary,  to  reflect  the  current  status  of 
individual  employees;  provided  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  authorize  an 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  positions  allocated  to  any  one  rank  or  to  the  Police 
Department. 

SECTION  10.9  Holidays,  Special  Provisions. 

Whenever  any  day  is  declared  to  be  a  holiday  by  proclamation  of  the  Mayor  after  such 
day  has  heretofore  been  declared  a  holiday  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  or 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Controller,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor's  Office, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  transfer  of  funds  not  to  exceed  the  actual  cost  of  said 
holiday  from  any  legally  available  funds. 

SECTION  10.10  Litigation  Reserve,  Payments. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  the  Reserve  for  Litigation 
Account  for  General  Fund  supported  departments  or  from  any  other  legally  available 
funds  for  other  funds,  amounts  required  to  make  payments  required  to  settle  litigation 
against  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  has  been  recommended  by  the  City 
Attorney  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
Charter.  Such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  herein. 

SECTION  10.11  Changes  in  Health  Services  Eligibility. 

Should  the  Board  of  Supervisors  amend  Administrative  Code  Section  16.700  to  change 
the  eligibility  in  the  City's  Health  Service  System,  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  transfer  from  any  legally  available  funds  or  the  Salary  and  Fringe  Reserve  for  the 
amount  necessary  to  provide  health  benefit  coverage  not  already  reflected  in  the 
departmental  budgets. 

SECTION  10.12  Federal  Stimulus  Funds  for  COBRA  Subsidies. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  appropriate  and  expend  such  funds  as  may  be  necessary 
to  provide  COBRA  subsidies  authorized  by  the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act 
(ARRA),  retroactive  to  the  effective  date  of  the  subsidies  authorized  by  ARRA,  and  paid 
for  through  payroll  tax  offsets  or  other  federal  reimbursements. 

SECTION  11.  Funds  Received  for  Special  Purposes,  Trust  Funds. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust 
funds,  revolving  funds,  and  reserves  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such 
fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  each 
such  fund  was  established. 
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The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and  trust 
funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional  grants  and  bequests  or  under 
other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with 
law  for  the  purposes  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  such  fund  was 
established. 

SECTION  11.1  Special  and  Trust  Funds  Appropriated. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from 
the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public 
agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be 
converted  into  money,  the  Controller  shall  establish  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing 
the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the  special  purposes  for  which  they  have 
been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains. 

Recurring  grant  funds  which  are  detailed  in  departmental  budget  submissions  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  annual  budget  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  met  the  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section  10.170  for  the  approval  to 
apply  for,  receive  and  expend  said  funds  and  shall  be  construed  to  be  funds  received  for 
a  specific  purpose  as  set  forth  in  this  section.  Positions  specifically  approved  by  granting 
agencies  in  said  grant  awards  may  be  filled  as  though  said  positions  were  included  in  the 
annual  budget  and  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  provided  however  that  the  tenure  of  such 
positions  shall  be  contingent  on  the  continued  receipt  of  said  grant  funds.  Individual 
grants  may  be  adjusted  by  the  Controller  to  reflect  actual  awards  made  if  granting 
agencies  increase  or  decrease  the  grant  award  amounts  estimated  in  budget 
submissions. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  funds  or  said  accounts  as  created  herein,  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  or  for  which 
said  accounts  are  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said 
expenditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  funds  are  maintained. 

SECTION  11.2  Insurance  Recoveries. 

Any  moneys  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  pursuant  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  insurance  policy  are  hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  to  the 
general  city  or  specific  departments  for  associated  costs  or  claims. 

SECTION  11.3  Bond  Premiums. 

Premiums  received  from  the  sale  of  bonds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  bond  interest  and 
redemption  purposes  of  the  issue  upon  which  it  was  received. 
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SECTION  11.4  Ballot  Arguments. 

Receipts  in  and  expenditures  for  payment  for  the  printing  of  ballot  arguments,  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  this  appropriation  is 
established. 

SECTION  11.5  Tenant  Overtime. 

Whenever  employees  of  departments  are  required  to  work  overtime  on  account  of 
services  required  by  renters,  lessees  or  tenants  of  City-owned  or  occupied  properties,  or 
recipients  of  services  from  City  departments,  in  connection  with  such  properties  the  cost 
of  such  overtime  employment  shall  be  collected  by  the  departments  from  the  requesters 
of  said  services  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  departmental 
appropriations.  All  moneys  deposited  therein  are  hereby  appropriated  for  such  purpose. 

SECTION  11.6  Refunds. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding 
amounts  deposited  in  the  Treasury  in  excess  of  amounts  due,  and  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  from  each  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law.  Whereby  State 
statute,  local  ordinance  or  court  order,  interest  is  payable  on  amounts  to  be  refunded,  in 
the  absence  of  appropriation  therefore,  such  interest  Is  herewith  appropriated  from  the 
unappropriated  interest  fund  or  interest  earnings  of  the  fund  involved.  The  Controller  is 
authorized,  and  funds  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  refund  overpayments  and  any 
mandated  interest  or  penalties  from  State,  Federal  and  local  agencies  when  audits  or 
other  financial  analyses  determine  that  the  City  has  received  payments  in  excess  of 
amounts  due. 

SECTION  11.7  Arbitrage. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  refund  excess  interest  earnings  on 
bond  proceeds  (arbitrage)  when  such  amounts  have  been  determined  to  be  due  and 
payable  under  applicable  Internal  Revenue  Service  regulations.  Such  arbitrage  refunds 
shall  be  charged  in  the  various  bond  funds  in  which  the  arbitrage  earnings  were  recorded 
and  such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose. 

SECTION  11.8  Damage  Recoveries. 

Moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  City-owned  property  and  equipment  are 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  department  concerned  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such 
equipment  or  property.  Moneys  received  as  payment  for  liquidated  damages  in  a  City- 
funded  construction  project  are  appropriated  to  the  department  incurring  costs  of  repairing 
or  abating  the  damages.  Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged 
property  or  equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to  a  related  fund. 

SECTION  11.9  Purchasing  Damage  Recoveries. 

That  portion  of  funds  received  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
21.33  -  failure  to  deliver  article  contracted  for  -  as  may  be  needed  to  affect  the  required 
procurement  are  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be 
credited  the  related  fund. 
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SECTION  11.10  Off-Street  Parking  Guarantees. 

Whenever  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  authorized  the  execution  of  agreements  with 
corporations  for  the  construction  of  off-street  parking  and  other  facilities  under  which  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  guarantees  the  payment  of  the  corporations'  debt 
service  or  other  payments  for  operation  of  the  facility,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the 
Controller  to  reserve  from  parking  meter  or  other  designated  revenues  sufficient  funds  to 
provide  for  such  guarantees.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  payments  as 
previously  guaranteed  to  the  extent  necessary  and  the  reserves  approved  in  each  Annual 
Appropriation  Ordinance  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  Controller  shall 
notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors  annually  of  any  payments  made  pursuant  to  this  Section. 

SECTION  11.11  Hotel  Tax. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  monies  collected  pursuant  to  the  tax  imposed 
by  Section  502  of  Article  7  of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (  "Hotel  Tax 
Revenues")  are  appropriated  for  fiscal  year  201 1-12  by  this  ordinance.  The  fiscal  year  1 
appropriation  to  agencies  listed  below  represents  the  Hotel  Tax  appropriation  for  fiscal 
year  2011-12.  The  amounts  of  those  appropriations  and  their  purposes  are  summarized 
in  the  chart  set  forth  below  for  information.  The  appropriation  of  Hotel  Tax  Revenues  to 
the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  for  fiscal  year  201 1-12  is  and  may  be  used  solely  for 
the  maintenance,  operation  and  continuation  of  the  Steinhart  Aquarium.  All  Hotel  Tax 
Revenues  collected  in  fiscal  year  2011-12  in  excess  of  the  amounts  appropriated  herein 
for  the  specific  purposes  set  forth  below,  any  interest  and  revenue  derived  from  the 
investment  of  Hotel  Tax  Revenues,  and  any  unencumbered  or  unexpended  balance  of 
the  appropriation  for  specific  purposes  remaining  at  fiscal  year  end,  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  General  Fund.

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SECTION  11.12  Hotel  Tax  -  Special  Situations. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  interfund  transfers  or  other 
adjustments  as  may  be  necessary  to  conform  budget  allocations  to  the  requirements  of 
the  agreements  and  indentures  of  the  1994  Lease  Revenue  and/or  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  Hotel  Tax  Revenue  Bond  issues. 

SECTION  11.13  Local  Transportation  Agency  Fund. 

Local  transportation  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  pursuant  to  the  Government  Code. 
SECTION  11.14  Insurance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  to  the  City  Risk  f\ylanager  any  amounts 
indicated  in  the  budget  estimate  and  appropriated  hereby  for  the  purchase  of  insurance  or 
the  payment  of  insurance  premiums. 

SECTION  11.15  Grants  to  Commission  on  Aging  and  Child  Support  Services 

The  Commission  on  Aging  and  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  are  authorized 
to  receive  and  expend  available  federal  and  state  contributions  and  grant  awards  for  their 
target  populations.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the 
appropriate  entries  to  reflect  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  said  grant  award  funds  and 
contributions. 

SECTION  11.16  FEMA,  OES,  Other  Reimbursements. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  recovers  funds  from  any  federal  or  state  agency  as 
reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  damages  resulting  from  earthquakes  and  related 
aftershocks  or  other  natural  disasters  for  which  the  Mayor  has  declared  a  state  of 
emergency,  such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  Controller  is 
authorized  to  transfer  such  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  departmental  appropriation  which 
initially  incurred  the  cost,  or,  if  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  expenses  were  charged  has 
ended,  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  which  incurred  the  expenses. 

SECTION  11.17  Interest  on  Grant  Funds. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  earns  interest  on  funds  received  from  the  State  of 
California  or  the  federal  government  and  said  interest  is  specifically  required  to  be 
expended  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  funds  have  been  received,  said  interest  is  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  under  which  the  principal  is  received  and 
appropriated. 

SECTION  11.18  Treasurer  -  Banking  Agreements. 

Whenever  the  Treasurer  finds  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  County  to  use 
either  a  compensating  balance  or  fee  for  service  agreement  to  secure  banking  services 
that  benefit  all  participants  of  the  pool,  any  funds  necessary  to  be  paid  for  such 
agreement  are  to  be  charged  against  interest  earnings  and  such  funds  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  purpose. 
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The  Treasurer  may  offset  banking  charges  that  benefit  all  participants  of  the  investment 
pool  against  interest  earned  by  the  pool.  The  Treasurer  shall  allocate  other  bank  charges 
and  credit  card  processing  to  Departments  or  pool  participants  that  benefit  from  those 
services.  The  Controller  may  transfer  funds  appropriated  in  the  budget  to  general  fund 
Departments  as  necessary  to  support  allocated  charges. 

SECTION  11.19  City  Buildings-Acquisition  with  Certificates  of  Participation  (COPs). 
Receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  accounts  set  up  for  the  acquisition  and  operation  of 
City-owned  buildings  including,  but  not  limited  to  25  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  1660  Mission 
Street,  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  various  bond  indentures 
through  which  said  properties  were  acquired. 

SECTION  11.20  Generally  Accepted  Principles  of  Financial  Statement  Presentation. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  adjustments  to  departmental  budgets  as  part 
of  the  year-end  closing  process  to  conform  amounts  to  the  Charter  provisions  and 
generally  accepted  principles  of  financial  statement  presentation. 

SECTION  11.21      Fund  Balance  Reporting  and  Government  Fund  Type  Definitions 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  or  adjust  fund  type  definitions  for  restricted, 
committed  or  assigned  revenues  and  expenditures,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  Statement  54.  These  changes  will  be 
designed  to  enhance  the  usefulness  of  fund  balance  information  by  providing  clearer  fund 
balance  classifications  that  can  be  more  consistently  applied  and  by  clarifying  the  existing 
governmental  fund  type  definitions.  Reclassification  of  funds  shall  be  reviewed  by  the 
City's  outside  auditors  during  their  audit  of  the  City's  financial  statements. 

SECTION  11.22  State  Local  Public  Safety  Fund. 

Amounts  received  from  the  State  Local  Public  Safety  Fund  (Sales  Taxes)  for  deposit  to 
the  Public  Safety  Augmentation  Fund  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  for  use  m 
meeting  eligible  costs  of  public  safety  as  provided  by  State  law  and  said  funds  are 
appropriated  for  said  purposes. 

Said  funds  shall  be  allocated  to  support  public  safety  department  budgets,  but  not  specific 
appropriation  accounts,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  expended  at  a  rate  of  75%  of  eligible 
departmental  expenditures  up  to  the  full  amount  received.  The  Controller  is  hereby 
directed  to  establish  procedures  to  comply  with  state  reporting  requirements. 

SECTION  11.23  Laguna  Honda  Employee  Development  Account 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  special  funds  as  may  be  required  to 
receive  employee,  corporate  and  private  donations  made  for  the  purpose  of  funding 
employee  training  and  development.  Donated  funds  for  employee  development  will  be 
automatically  appropriated  for  such  purpose,  and  shall  be  maintained  in  the  City's 
financial  systems. 

SECTION  11.24  Mayor's  Transition  Plan  Project  Expenditures 
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No  sooner  than  January  10,  2012,  and  upon  receipt  of  a  plan  that  details  proposed 
expenditures  in  the  Mayor's  Transition  Plan  Project,  the  Controller  shall  transfer  funding 
appropriated  in  FY11-12  to  the  Mayor's  Office.  Expenditures  from  this  project  shall  be 
consistent  with  the  City's  budget  and  appropriation  practices  and  policies 


SECTION  12.  Special  Situations. 
SECTION  12.1  Revolving  Funds. 

Surplus  funds  remaining  in  departmental  appropriations  may  be  transferred  to  fund 
increases  in  revolving  funds  up  to  the  amount  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  if 
said  Board,  by  ordinance,  has  authorized  an  increase  in  said  revolving  fund  amounts. 

SECTION  12.2  Interest  Allocations. 

Interest  shall  not  be  allocated  to  any  special,  enterprise,  or  trust  fund  or  account  unless 
said  allocation  is  required  by  Charter,  state  law  a  specific  provision  in  the  legislation  that 
created  said  fund.  Any  interest  earnings  not  allocated  to  special,  enterprise  or  trust  funds 
or  accounts  shall  be  credited,  by  the  Controller,  to  General  Fund  Unallocated  Revenues. 

SECTION  12.3  Property  Tax. 

Consistent  with  the  State  Teeter  Plan  requirements,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  elects  to 
continue  the  alternative  method  ol  distribution  of  tax  levies  and  collections  in  accordance 
with  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section  4701.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the 
Controller  to  maintain  the  Teeter  Tax  Losses  Reserve  Fund  at  an  amount  not  less  than 
1%  of  the  total  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  the  secured  roll  for  that  year  for 
participating  entities  in  the  county  as  provided  by  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section 
4703.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Controller  to  make  timely  property  tax 
distributions  to  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  through  the  budget, 
through  development  pass-through  contracts,  through  tax  increment  allocation  pledge 
agreements,  and  as  mandated  by  State  law. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  recover  costs  from  the  levy,  collection  and 
administration  of  property  taxes. 

SECTION  12.4  New  Project  Reserves. 

Where  this  Board  has  set  aside  a  portion  of  the  General  Reserve  for  a  new  project  or 
program  approved  by  a  supplemental  appropriation,  any  funds  not  required  for  the 
approved  supplemental  appropriation  shall  be  returned  to  the  General  Fund  General 
Reserve  by  the  Controller. 

SECTION  12.5  Aid  Payments. 

Aid  paid  from  funds  herein  provided  and  refunded  during  the  fiscal  year  hereof  shall  be 
credited  to,  and  made  available  in,  the  appropriation  from  which  said  aid  was  provided. 
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SECTION  12.6  Department  of  Public  Health  Transfer  Payments. 

To  more  accurately  reflect  the  total  net  budget  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  this 
ordinance  shows  net  revenues  received  from  certain  State  and  Federal  health  programs. 
Funds  necessary  to  participate  in  such  programs  that  require  transfer  payments  are 
hereby  appropriated. 

SECTION  12.7  Municipal  Transportation  Agency. 

Consistent  with  the  provisions  of  Proposition  E  and  Proposition  A  creating  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  and  including  the  Parking  and  Traffic  function  as  a  part  of  the 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  such  transfers  and 
reclassification  of  accounts  necessary  to  properly  reflect  the  provision  of  central  services 
to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  in  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  City.  No  change 
can  increase  or  decrease  the  overall  level  of  the  City's  budget. 

SECTION  12.8  Treasure  Island  Authority. 

Should  the  Treasure  Island  property  be  conveyed  and  deed  transferred  from  ttie  Federal 
Government,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  budgetary  adjustments 
necessary  to  ensure  that  there  is  no  General  Fund  impact  from  this  conveyance. 

SECTION  12.9  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  Stabilization  Fund. 

Hetch  Hetchy  has  entered  into  a  long-term  agreement  to  purchase  a  fixed  amount  of 
power.  Any  excess  power  from  this  contract  will  be  sold  back  to  the  power  market. 

To  limit  Hetch  Hetchy's  risk  from  adverse  market  conditions  in  the  future  years  of  the 
contract,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  a  power  stabilization  account  that 
reserves  any  excess  revenues  from  power  sales  in  the  early  years  of  the  contract.  These 
funds  may  be  used  to  offset  potential  losses  in  the  later  years  of  the  contract.  The 
balance  in  this  fund  may  be  reviewed  and  adjusted  annually. 

The  power  purchase  amount  reflected  in  the  department's  expenditure  budget  is  the  net 
amount  of  the  cost  of  power  purchased  for  Hetch  Hetchy  use.  Power  purchase 
appropriations  may  be  increased  by  the  Controller  to  reflect  the  pass  through  costs  of 
power  purchased  for  resale  under  long-term  fixed  contracts  previously  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

SECTION  12.10  Closure  of  Special  Funds  and  Projects. 

In  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  Section  1 0.1 00-1  (d),  if  there  has  been  no 
expenditure  activity  for  the  past  two  fiscal  years,  a  special  fund  or  project  can  be  closed 
and  repealed.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  close  such  funds, 
consistent  with  the  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

SECTION  12.11  Charter-Mandated  Baseline  Appropriation. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  or  reduce  budgetary  appropriations  as  required 
by  the  Charter  for  baseline  allocations  .to  align  allocations  to  the  amounts  required  by 
formula  based  on  actual  revenues  received  during  the  fiscal  year.  Departments  must 
obtain  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval  prior  to  any  expenditure  suported  by  increasing 
baseline  allocations  as  required  under  the  Charter  and  the  Municipal  Code. 
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SECTION  12.12  Parking  Tax  Allocation 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  or  decrease  final  budgetary  allocation  of  parking 
tax  in-lieu  transfers  to  reflect  actual  collections  to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 
and  to  the  Human  Services  Agency,  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services.  The 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency  and  the  Human  Services  Agency  must  obtain  Board  of 
Supervisors'  approval  prior  to  any  expenditure  supported  by  allocations  that  accrue  to  the 
Agencies  that  are  greater  than  those  already  appropriated  in  the  Annual  Appropriation 
Ordinance. 

SECTION  13.  Redevelopment  Agency,  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority. 

The  budgets  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority  are  subject  to  separate  approval  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Work  performed  by  City  departments  for  either  the  Redevelopment  Agency  or  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  may  also  be  reflected  in  the  City's  budget. 
Administrative  support  to  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  shall  be  performed 
by  the  General  Services  Agency.  The  General  Services  Agency  shall  include  required 
positions  and  operating  costs  In  its  annual  budget,  funded  by  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority. 

SECTION  14.  Departments. 

The  term  department  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office, 
utility,  agency,  board  or  commission,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  term  department  head  as 
used  herein  shall  be  the  chief  executive  duly  appointed  and  acting  as  provided  in  the 
Charter.  When  one  or  more  departments  are  reorganized  or  consolidated,  the  former 
entities  may  be  displayed  as  separate  units,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Controller,  this  will 
facilitate  accounting  or  reporting. 

(a)  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for  budget  purposes 
and  for  disbursement  of  funds  within  each  of  the  enterprises.  The  entity  shall  retain  its 
enterprises,  including  Water,  Hetch  Hetchy,  Wastewater,  and  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  as  separate  utility  fund  enterprises  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  with  the  authority  provided  by  the  Charter.  This  section  shall  not 
be  construed  as  a  merger  or  completion  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  which  shall  not  be 
deemed  completed  until  a  specific  finding  of  completion  has  been  made  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.  The  consolidated  agency  will  be  recognized  for  purposes  of 
determining  employee  seniority,  position  transfers,  budgetary  authority  and  transfers  or 
reappropriation  of  funds. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a  General  Services  Agency,  headed  by  the  City  Administrator, 
including  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Department  of  Telecommunication  and 
Information  Services,  and  the  Department  of  Administrative  Services 

The  City  Administrator  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for  budget  purposes  and  for 
disbursement  of  funds.  This  budgetary  structure  does  not  affect  the  separate  legal  status 
of  the  departments  placed  within  the  entity:  Administrative  Services,  Medical  Examiner, 
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Convention  and  Facilities  Management,  and  Animal  Care  and  Control.  Each  of  these 
departments  shall  retain  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  departments  as  provided  in  the 
Charter  and  the  Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  appointing  and 
contracting  authority. 

(c)  There  shall  be  a  Human  Services  Agency,  which  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for 
budget  purposes  and  for  disbursement  of  funds.  Within  the  Human  Services  Agency  shall 
be  two  departments:  (1)  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  under  the  Human  Services 
Commission,  and  (2)  the  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Sen/ices  ("DAAS'),  under  the 
Mayor,  includes  Adult  Protective  Services,  the  Public  Administrator/Public  Guardian,  the 
Mental  Health  Conservator,  the  Office  on  Aging,  the  County  Veterans'  Sen/ice  Officer, 
and  the  In-Home  Supportive  Services  Program.  This  budgetary  structure  does  not  affect 
the  legal  status  or  structure  of  the  two  departments,  unless  reorganized  under  Charter 
Section  4.132.  The  Director  of  Human  Resources  and  the  Controller  are  authorized  to 
transfer  employees,  positions,  and  funding  in  order  to  effectuate  the  transfer  of  the 
program  from  one  department  to  the  other.  The  consolidated  agency  will  be  recognized 
for  purposes  of  determining  employee  seniority,  position  transfers,  budgetary  authority 
and  transfers  or  reappropriation  of  funds. 

The  departments  within  the  Human  Services  Agency  shall  coordinate  with  each  other  and 
with  the  Commission  on  Aging  to  improve  delivery  of  sen/ices,  increase  administrative 
efficiencies  and  eliminate  duplication  of  efforts.  To  this  end,  they  may  share  staff  and 
facilities.  The  Commission  on  Aging  shall  remain  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging.  This 
coordination  is  not  intended  to  diminish  the  authority  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  over 
matters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

The  Director  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  also  may  sen/e  as  the  department  head  for 
DAAS,  and/or  as  a  deputy  director  for  the  Department  of  Human  Sen/ices,  but  shall 
receive  no  additional  compensation  by  virtue  of  an  additional  appointment.  If  an  additional 
appointment  is  made,  it  shall  not  diminish  the  authority  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  over 
matters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

SECTION  15.  Travel  Reimbursement  and  Cell  Phone  Stipends. 

The  Controller  shall  establish  rules  for  the  payment  of  all  amounts  payable  for  travel  for 
officers  and  employees,  and  for  the  presentation  of  such  vouchers  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  in  connection  with  expenditures  made  pursuant  to  said  Section.  No  allowance 
shall  be  made  for  traveling  expenses  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  unless  funds  have 
been  appropriated  or  set  aside  for  such  expenses  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter. 

The  Controller  may  advance  the  sums  necessary  for  traveling  expenses,  but  proper 
account  and  return  must  be  made  of  said  sums  so  advanced  by  the  person  receiving  the 
same  within  ten  days  after  said  person  returns  to  duty  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  failure  on  the  part  of  the  person  involved  to  make  such  accounting  shall  be 
sufficient  cause  for  the  Controller  to  withhold  from  such  persons  pay  check  or  checks  in  a 
sum  equivalent  to  the  amount  to  be  accounted. 
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In  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Human  Resources,  the  Controller  shall  establish  rules 
and  parameters  for  the  payment  of  monthly  stipends  to  officers  and  employees  who  use 
their  own  cells  phones  to  maintain  continuous  communication  with  their  workplace,  and 
who  participate  in  a  Citywide  program  that  reduces  costs  of  City-owned  cell  phones 

SECTION  16.  Contributed  Revenue  Reserve. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  a  Contributed  Revenue  Reserve  to 
accumulate  receipts  in  excess  of  those  estimated  revenues  or  unexpended  appropriations 
stated  herein.  Said  reserve  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  budget  of  the 
subsequent  year,  and  the  receipts  in  this  reserve  are  hereby  appropriated  for  said 
purpose. 

SECTION  17.  Airport  Service  Payment. 

The  moneys  received  from  the  Airport's  revenue  fund  as  the  Annual  Service  Payment 
provided  in  the  Airline-Airport  Lease  and  Use  Agreement  are  in  satisfaction  of  all 
obligations  of  the  Airport  Commission  for  indirect  services  provided  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  Commission  and  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and 
constitute  the  total  transfer  to  the  City's  General  Fund. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  to  the  City's  General  Fund 
from  the  Airport  revenue  fund  with  the  approval  of  the  Airport  Commission  funds  that 
constitute  the  annual  service  payment  provided  in  the  Airline  -  Airport  Lease  and  Use 
Agreement  in  addition  to  the  amount  stated  in  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance. 

On  the  last  business  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Airports 
Commission,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  all  moneys 
remaining  in  the  Airport's  Contingency  Account  to  the  Airport's  Revenue  Fund.  The 
Controller  is  further  authorized  and  directed  to  return  such  amounts  as  were  transferred 
from  the  Contingency  Account,  back  to  the  Contingency  Account  from  the  Revenue  Fund 
Unappropriated  Surplus  on  the  first  business  day  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Airports  Commission. 

SECTION  18.  Pooled  Cash,  Investments. 

The  Treasurer  and  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  available  fund  balances 
within  pooled  cash  accounts  to  meet  the  cash  management  of  the  City,  provided  that 
special  and  non-subsidized  enterprise  funds  shall  be  credited  interest  earnings  on  any 
funds  temporarily  borrowed  there  from  at  the  rate  of  interest  earned  on  the  City  Pooled 
Cash  Fund.  No  such  cash  transfers  shall  be  allowed  where  the  investment  of  said  funds 
in  investments  such  as  the  pooled  funds  of  the  City  and  County  is  restricted  by  law. 

SECTION  19.  Matching  Funds  for  Federal  or  State  Programs. 

Funds  contributed  to  meet  operating  deficits  and/or  to  provide  matching  funds  for  federal 
or  State  aid  (e.g.  Medicaid  under  SB  855  or  similar  legislation  for  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital)  are  specifically  deemed  to  be  made  exclusively  from  local  property  and 
business  tax  sources. 
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SECTION  20.  Advance  Funding  of  Bond  Projects  -  City  Departments. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  has  authorized  appropriations  for  the  advance  funding  of 
projects  which  may  at  a  future  time  be  funded  from  the  proceeds  of  general  obligation, 
revenue,  or  lease  revenue  bond  issues  or  other  legal  obligations  of  the  City  and  County, 
the  Controller  shall  recover  from  bond  proceeds  or  other  available  sources,  when  they 
become  available,  the  amount  of  any  interest  earnings  foregone  by  the  General  Fund  as 
a  result  of  such  cash  advance  to  disbursements  made  pursuant  to  said  appropriations. 
The  Controller  shall  use  the  monthly  rate  of  return  earned  by  the  Treasurer  on  City 
Pooled  Cash  Fund  during  the  period  a  periods  covered  by  the  advance  as  the  basis  for 
computing  the  amount  of  interest  foregone  which  is  to  be  credited  to  the  General  Fund. 

SECTION  21.  Advance  Funding  of  Projects  -  Transportation  Authority. 

Whenever  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  requests  advance  funding 
of  the  costs  of  administration  or  the  costs  of  projects  specified  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Transportation  Expenditure  Plan  which  will  be  funded  from  proceeds  of  the 
transactions  and  use  tax  as  set  forth  in  Article  14  of  Part  III  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
advance.  The  Controller  shall  recover  from  the  proceeds  of  the  transactions  and  use  tax 
when  they  become  available,  the  amount  of  the  advance  and  any  interest  earnings 
foregone  by  the  City  and  County  General  Fund  as  a  result  of  such  cash  advance  funding. 
The  Controller  shall  use  the  monthly  rate  of  return  earned  by  the  Treasurer  on  General 
City  Pooled  Cash  funds  during  the  period  or  periods  covered  by  the  advance  as  the  basis 
for  computing  the  amount  of  interest  foregone  which  is  to  be  credited  to  the  General 
Fund. 

SECTION  22.  Controller  to  Correct  Clerical  Errors. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  interdepartmental 
appropriations,  make  transfers  to  correct  objects  of  expenditures  classifications  and  to 
correct  clerical  or  computational  errors  as  may  be  ascertained  by  the  Controller  to  exist  in 
the  Annual  Budget  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supen/isors.  The  Controller  shall  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  a  list  of  such  adjustments,  transfers  and  corrections  made  pursuant 
to  this  Section. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfers  to  correct  objects  of 
expenditure  classifications,  and  corrections  in  classifications  made  necessary  by  changes 
in  the  proposed  method  of  expenditure. 

SECTION  23.  Transfer  of  State  Revenues. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  transfer  revenues  among  City  departments  to  comply  with 
provisions  in  the  State  budget. 

SECTION  24.  Use  of  Permit  Revenues  from  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection. 

Permit  revenue  funds  from  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  that  are  transferred  to 
other  departments  as  shown  in  this  budget  shall  be  used  only  to  fund  the  planning, 
regulatory,  enforcement  and  building  design  activities  that  have  a  demonstrated  nexus 
with  the  projects  that  produce  the  fee  revenues. 
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SECTION  25.  Board  of  Supervisors  Official  Advertising  Charges. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to  collect  funds  from  enterprise  departments  to 
place  official  advertising.  The  funds  collected  are  automatically  appropriated  in  the  budget 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  they  are  received. 

SECTION  26.  Work  Order  Appropriations. 

The  Board  of  Supen/isors  directs  the  Controller  to  establish  work  orders  pursuant  to 
Board-approved  appropriations,  including  positions  needed  to  perform  work  order 
sen/ices,  and  corresponding  recoveries  for  services  that  are  fully  cost  covered,  including 
but  not  limited  to  services  provided  by  one  City  department  to  another  City  department,  as 
well  as  services  provided  by  City  departments  to  external  agencies,  including  but  not 
limited  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  the 
School  District,  and  the  Community  College. 

SECTION  27.  Close-Out  of  Reserved  Appropriations. 

On  an  annual  basis,  the  Controller  shall  report  the  status  of  all  reserves,  their  remaining 
balances,  and  departments'  explanations  of  why  funding  has  not  been  requested  for 
release.  Continuation  of  reserves  will  be  subject  to  consideration  and  action  by  the 
Budget  and  Finance  Committee.  The  Controller  shall  close  out  reserved  appropriations 
that  are  no  longer  required  by  the  department  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
appropriated. 

SECTION  27.1.  Reserves  Placed  on  Expenditures  by  Controller. 

Consistent  with  Charter  Section  3.105(d),  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  reserve 
expenditures  in  the  City's  budget  equal  to  uncertain  revenues,  as  deemed  appropriate  by 
the  Controller.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  remove,  transfer,  and  update  reserves  to 
expenditures  in  the  budget  as  revenue  estimates  are  updated  and  received  in  order  to 
maintain  City  operations. 

SECTION  28.  Appropriation  Control  of  Capital  Improvement  Projects  and  Equipment. 

Unless  otherwise  exempted  in  another  section  of  the  Administrative  Code  or  Annual 
Appropriation  Ordinance,  and  in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  Section  3.18, 
departments  may  transfer  funds  from  one  Board-approved  capital  project  to  another 
Board-approved  capital  project.  The  Controller  shall  approve  transfers  only  if  they  do  not 
materially  change  the  size  a  scope  of  the  original  project.  Annually,  the  Controller  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  transfers  of  funds  that  exceed  10%  of  the  original 
appropriation  to  which  the  transfer  is  made. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  approve  substitutions  within  equipment  items  purchased 
for  the  Laguna  Honda  Replacement  Project,  providing  that  the  purpose  of  the  substituted 
equipment  is  purchased  for  Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  and  the  total  cost  is  within  the  Board- 
approved  appropriation  for  such  equipment. 

SECTION  29.  Business  Improvement  Districts. 

Proceeds  from  all  special  assessments  levied  on  real  property  included  in  the  property- 
based  business  improvement  districts  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2012  in  the  respective  amounts  actually 
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received  by  the  City  and  County  in  such  fiscal  year  for  each  such  district.  Estimated 
amounts  of  those  appropriations  for  the  business  improvement  districts  identified  are 
summarized  in  the  chart  below  for  information  only.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to 
disburse  the  assessment  revenues  appropriated  by  this  section  to  the  respective  Owners' 
Associations  (as  defined  in  Section  36614.5  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code)  for  such 
districts  as  provided  in  the  management  district  plans,  resolutions  establishing  the 
districts,  annual  budgets  and  management  agreements,  as  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  each  such  district,  for  the  purposes  authorized  therein.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

A.  The  Road  Repaving  and  Street  Safety  Bond  (the  "Bond")  will  enhance  the  safety 
of  pedestrians,  people  with  disabilities,  bicyclists,  transit-riders  and  motorists  by  repaving 
streets,  replacing  and/or  reconstructing  sidewalks,  stairways,  bridges,  tunnels  and  related 
street  structures,  installing  curb  ramps,  and  by  constructing,  rehabilitating  and  renovating 
traffic  infrastructure,  as  well  as  by  constructing  and  installing  safety  improvements  to  redesign 
and  modernize  street  corridors. 

B.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  (this  "Board")  recognizes  the  need  to  enhance  safety 
and  accessibility  for  all  users  of  the  City's  public  rights-of-way  and  to  provide  stable  and 
reliable  funding  for  road,  traffic,  sidewalk  and  street  infrastructure. 

C.  The  Bond  is  recommended  by  the  City's  10-year  capital  plan  (the  "Plan"),  which 
is  approved  each  year  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  this  Board. 

D.  This  Board  now  wishes  to  describe  the  terms  of  a  ballot  measure  seeking 
approval  for  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds  to  finance  all  or  a  portion  of  the  City's 
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annual  road,  traffic,  sidewalk  and  street  structure  construction,  reconstruction  and  renovation 
needs  as  described  above. 

Section  2.  A  special  election  is  called  and  ordered  to  be  held  in  the  City  on  Tuesday, 
the  8th  day  of  November,  201 1 ,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  electors  of  the  City  a 
proposition  to  incur  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  City  for  the  project  described  in  the  amount 
and  for  the  purposes  stated: 

"ROAD  REPAVING  AND  STREET  SAFETY  BOND,  201 1 .  $248,000,000  of  bonded 
indebtedness  to  fix  potholes  and  repave  deteriorating  streets  in  neighborhoods  throughout 
San  Francisco,  repair  and  strengthen  deteriorating  stairways,  bridges  and  overpasses, 
improve  safety  for  pedestrians  and  bicyclists,  improve  disabled  access  to  sidewalks,  and 
construct  and  renovate  traffic  infrastructure  to  improve  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 
transit  reliability  and  traffic  flow  on  local  streets,  and  to  pay  related  costs  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes,  subject  to  independent  oversight  and  regular  audits; 
and  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  to  residential  tenants  in  units  subject  to  Chapter  37 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (the  "Residential  Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
Ordinance")  50%  of  the  increase  in  the  real  property  taxes  attributable  to  the  cost  of  the 
repayment  of  the  bonds 

The  special  election  called  and  ordered  shall  be  referred  to  in  this  ordinance  as  the 
"Bond  Special  Election." 

Section  3.  PROPOSED  PROGRAM.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  the  City  shall 
ensure  that  contracts  funded  with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  are  administered  in  accordance  with 
S.F.  Administrative  Code  6.22(G),  the  City's  local  hiring  policy  The  proposed  program  can  be 
summarized  as  follows: 
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A.  STREET  REPAVING  AND  RECONSTRUCTION.  A  portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be 
allocated  toward  the  repaying,  repair  reconstruction  and  new  construction  of  City  streets  and 
toward  the  prevention  of  further  deterioration.  Selection  of  the  streets  for  construction  work  will 
be  prioritized  according  to  the  pavement  condition  score,  clearances  with  utility  companies 
and  other  city  agencies,  type  and  frequency  of  street  use  by  vehicles,  bicycles  and  transit, 
complaints,  and  geographic  equity. 

B.  STREET  STRUCTURE  REHABILITATION  AND  SEISMIC  IMPROVEMENTS.  A 
portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be  allocated  toward  providing  safe  street  structures  for  public  use 
including  the  rehabilitation  and  replacement  of  structures  that  may  include  bridges,  tunnels, 
stairways,  retaining  walls,  and  viaducts. 

C.  SIDEWALK  ACCESSIBILITY  IMPROVEMENTS.  A  portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be 
allocated  toward  the  construction,  reconstruction,  and  renovation  of  curb  ramps  and  the 
replacement  of  buckling  sidewalks  for  the  safety  and  accessibility  of  residents  and  people  with 
disabilities  as  mandated  by  the  American  with  Disabilities  Act.  Sidewalk  replacement  will 
occur  at  locations  that  are  the  City's  responsibility  to  maintain,  including  City,  State  and 
Federal  properties  and  facilities,  around  City  maintained  street  trees,  and  around  other  areas 
maintained  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

D.  STREETSCAPE,  PEDESTRIAN  AND  BICYCLE  IMPROVEMENT  AND 
ENHANCEMENT.  A  portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be  allocated  toward  the  redesign  and 
modernization  of  street  corridors  equitably  distributed  throughout  City  neighborhoods  by 
constructing  and  installing  safety  improvements. 

E.  TRAFFIC  SIGNAL  INFRASTRUCTURE.  A  portion  of  the  Bond  shall  be 
allocated  toward  the  construction,  reconstruction  and  renovation  of  traffic  signal  infrastructure 
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necessary  to  reduce  travel  time  along  key  Muni  transit  routes  and  improve  transit  senyice 
reliability. 

F.       CITIZEN'S  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE.  A  portion  of  ttie  Bond  shall  be  used  to 
perform  audits  of  the  Bond,  as  further  described  in  Section  15. 

The  proposed  uses  described  in  this  Section  3  are  proposals  only  and,  with  the 
exception  of  Section  3F  above,  are  subject,  without  limitation,  to  review  and  revision  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board. 

Section  4.  BOND  ACCOUNTABILITY  MEASURES 

The  Bond  shall  include  the  following  administrative  rules  and  principles: 

A.  OVERSIGHT.  The  proposed  bond  funds  shall  be  subjected  to  approval 
processes  and  rules  described  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter  Administrative  Code.  Pursuant  to 
S.F.  Administrative  Code  5.31,  the  Citizen's  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee 
shall  conduct  an  annual  review  of  bond  spending,  and  shall  provide  an  annual  report  of  the 
bond  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

B.  TRANSPARENCY.  The  City  shall  create  and  maintain  a  dedicated  Web  page 
outlining  and  describing  the  bond  program,  progress,  and  activity  updates  The  City  shall  also 
hold  an  annual  public  hearing  and  reviews  on  the  bond  program  and  its  implementation  before 
the  Capital  Planning  Committee  and  the  Citizen's  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee. 

Section  5.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  bond  financed  portion  of  the  project  described  in 
Section  2  above  was  fixed  by  the  Board  by  the  following  resolution  and  in  the  amount 
specified  below: 

Resolution  No.    248-ii  ,  Road  Repaving  and  Street  Safety  General 
Obligation  Bonds.  $248,000,000. 
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Such  resolution  was  passed  by  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  Board  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor").  In  such  resolution  it  was  recited  and  found  by  the  Board  that 
the  sum  of  money  specified  is  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and 
revenue  of  the  City  in  addition  to  the  other  annual  expenses  or  other  funds  derived  from  taxes 
levied  for  those  purposes  and  will  require  expenditures- greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by 
the  annual  tax  levy. 

The  method  and  manner  of  payment  of  the  estimated  costs  described  in  this  ordinance 
are  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  City  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount  specified. 

Such  estimate  of  costs  as  set  forth  in  such  resolution  is  adopted  and  determined  to  be 
the  estimated  cost  of  such  bond  financed  improvements  and  financing,  as  designed  to  date. 

Section  6.  The  Bond  Special  Election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  and  the  votes 
received  and  canvassed,  and  the  returns  made  and  the  results  ascertained,  determined  and 
declared  as  provided  in  this  ordinance  and  in  all  particulars  not  recited  in  this  ordinance  such 
14  i|  election  shall  be  held  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the  "State")  and  the 

Charter  of  the  City  (the  "Charter")  and  any  regulations  adopted  under  State  law  or  the  Charter, 
providing  for  and  governing  elections  in  the  City,  and  the  polls  for  such  election  shall  be  and 
remain  open  during  the  time  required  by  such  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  7.  The  Bond  Special  Election  is  consolidated  with  the  General  Election 
scheduled  to  be  held  in  the  City  on  Tuesday,  November  8,  2011.  The  voting  precincts,  polling 
places  and  officers  of  election  for  the  November  8,  201 1  General  Election  are  hereby 
adopted,  established,  designated  and  named,  respectively,  as  the  voting  precincts,  polling 
places  and  officers  of  election  for  the  Bond  Special  Election  called,  and  reference  is  made  to 
the  notice  of  election  setting  forth  the  voting  precincts,  polling  places  and  officers  of  election 
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for  the  November  8,  201 1  General  Election  by  the  Director  of  Elections  to  be  published  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  the  City  on  the  date  required  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California 

Section  8.  The  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  Bond  Special  Election  shall  be  the  ballots  to 
be  used  at  the  November  8,  201 1  General  Election.  The  word  limit  for  ballot  propositions 
imposed  by  San  Francisco  Municipal  Elections  Code  Section  51 0  is  waived.  On  the  ballots  to 
be  used  at  the  Bond  Special  Election,  in  addition  to  any  other  matter  required  by  law  to  be 
printed  thereon,  shall  appear  the  following  as  a  separate  proposition; 

"SAN  FRANCISCO  ROAD  REPAYING  AND  STREET  SAFETY  BOND,  2011.  To  fix 
potholes  and  repave  deteriorating  streets  in  neighborhoods  throughout  San  Francisco,  repair 
and  strengthen  deteriorating  stairways,  bridges  and  overpasses,  improve  safety  for 
pedestrians  and  bicyclists,  improve  disabled  access  to  sidewalks,  and  construct  and  renovate 
traffic  infrastructure  to  improve  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  transit  reliability  and  traffic 
flow  on  local  streets,  shall  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  issue  $248,000,000  in 
general  obligation  bonds  subject  to  independent  oversight  and  regular  audits?" 

Each  voter  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  the  foregoing  bond  proposition  shall  mark  i 
the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a  "YES"  vote  for  the  proposition,  and  to  vote  against 
the  proposition  shall  mark  the  ballot  in  the  location  corresponding  to  a  "NO"  vote  for  the 
proposition. 

Section  9.  If  at  the  Bond  Special  Election  it  shall  appear  that  two-thirds  of  all  the  voters 
voting  on  the  proposition  voted  in  favor  of  and  authorized  the  incurring  of  bonded 
indebtedness  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  such  proposition,  then  such  proposition  shall  have 
been  accepted  by  the  electors,  and  bonds  authorized  shall  be  issued  upon  the  order  of  the 
Board.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  applicable  legal  limits. 
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1  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  proposition  shall  be  counted  separately  and  when 

2  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors,  voting  on  the  proposition,  vote  in  favor,  the  proposition 

3  shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

4  Section  10.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds,  the

The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  is  (i)  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  City  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with 
Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A. 53(f)  of  the  City  Administrative 
Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan,  and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  City 
Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Plan  Referral  Report,  dated  ^/^Q/^^  , 

201 1 ,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  ^^o^^^  and 

incorporates  said  findings  by  reference. 

Section  14.  Under  Section  53410  of  the  California  Government  Code,  the  bonds  shall 
be  for  the  specific  purpose  authorized  in  this  ordinance  and  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  v/ill 
be  applied  only  for  such  specific  purpose.

Under  Section  5.31  of  the  Citizens'  General 
Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of  one 
percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a  fund  established  by 
the  Controller's  Office  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the 
Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  16.  The  time  requirements  specified  in  Section  2  34  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  are  waived. 

Section  17.  The  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives  and  agents  of  the 
City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  everything  necessary  or  desirable  to  accomplish 
the  calling  and  holding  of  the  Bond  Special  Election,  and  to  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance.

All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law 
to  exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
Property  Lease,  the  Project  Lease  and  the  Certificates  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been 
performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is 
now  authonzed  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Property 
Lease  and  the  Project  Lease  and  to  issue  and  cause  the  issuance  of  the  Certificates  in  the 
manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

Section  3.  File  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  or  her  designee  (collectively,  the  "Clerk")  are  contained  in  File  No. 

110750 

Section  4.  Authorization  of  the  Certificates:  Credit  Enhancement.  The  Board 
hereby  authorizes  and  approves  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates,  which  shall  be 
executed  and  delivered  in  accordance  with  the  Project  Lease  and  the  Trust  Agreement,  as  the 
same  are  finally  executed  and  delivered.  The  proceeds  of  the  Certificates  will  be  used  to  (i) 
fund  the  Project,  including  repayment  of  commercial  paper  or  other  interim  financing  issued  by 
the  City  for  such  purpose,  including  interest  thereon;  (ii)  fund  a  reserve  fund,  reserve  surety  or 
other  reserve  fund  instrument,  as  appropriate;  (iii)  fund  any  capitalized  interest;  and  (iv)  pay 
costs  of  issuance  of  the  Certificates.  The  Certificates  shall  be  designated  as  "Certificates  of 
Participation  (War  Memorial  Veterans  Building  Seismic  Upgrade  and  Improvements),"  or  with 
such  other  designation,  including  the  year  of  execution  and  delivery,  as  deemed  appropriate 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  her  designee  (collectively,  the  "Director  of 
Public  Finance"). 

The  Certificates  shall  evidence  an  aggregate  phncipal  amount  not  to  exceed 
One  Hundred  Seventy  Million  Dollars  ($170,000,000),  and  shall  evidence  interest  at  true 
interest  cost  of  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  Certificates  shall  be 
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subject  to  prepayment  as  set  forth  in  the  Project  Lease  and  Trust  Agreement.  This  Board 
authorizes  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  to  the  extent  such  officer  deems  it  necessary  or 
advisable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  to  procure  credit  enhancement  for  the  Certificates, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  municipal  bond  insurance  or  a  debt  sen/ice  reserve  fund  surety 
bond  or  other  reserve  fund  instrument. 

The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  to  the  extent  such 
officer  deems  it  necessary  or  advisable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  to  cause  the  execution 
and  delivery  of  the  Certificates  (i)  with  tax-exempt  or  taxable  rates  or  (ii)  under  federal  tax  law 
provisions,  if  any,  which  provide  for  federal  grants  or  credits  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  in 
lieu  of  tax-exemption  of  interest  or  (iii)  as  "qualified  private  activity  bonds"  and  to  publish  any 
notices  and  conduct  any  public  hearings  in  connection  therewith. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  the  Trust  Agreement;  Authonzation  of  Selection  of 
Trustee.  The  form  of  the  Trust  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  as  presented  to 
this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  of  the  City 
or  his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Mayor")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Trust 
Agreement,  and  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on  the 
Tmst  Agreement,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may  make  or 
approve  in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  select  the  Trustee  in 
accordance  with  City  policies  and  procedures,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  City  s  policy  to 
provide  locally  disadvantaged  business  enterprises  an  equal  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
performance  of  all  City  contracts. 

Section  6.  Approval  of  the  Property  Lease.  The  form  of  the  Property  Lease 
between  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Property  Lease, 
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and  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on  the  Property 
Lease,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  nnodifications  as  the  Mayor  may  make  or  approve  in 
accordance  with  Section  18  hereof. 

Section  7.  Approval  of  the  Project  Lease:  Approval  of  Base  Rental.  The  form  of 
the  Project  Lease  between  the  City  and  the  Tmstee,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  Project  Lease,  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  and  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  City 
on  the  Project  Lease  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may  make 
or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof;  provided,  however,  that  the  maximum  Base 
Rental  (as  defined  in  the  Project  Lease)  scheduled  to  be  paid  under  the  Project  Lease  in  any

The  Board  also  hereby  approves  the  payment  by  the  City  of  the  Base  Rental  with 
respect  thereto. 

Section  9.  Sale  and  Award  of  Certificates  by  Competitive  Sale.  In  the  event  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance  determines  to  sell  the  Certificates  by  competitive  sale,  the  Director 
of  Public  Finance,  on  behalf  of  the  Controller,  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  bids  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Certificates,  and  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  award  the 
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Certificates  to  the  bidder  whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  ail  in 
accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  defined  below). 

Section  10.  Approval  of  Form  of  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  an  official 
notice  of  sale  relating  to  the  Certificates  {the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale"),  as  presented  to  this 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  distribution  of  an  Official  Notice  of  Sale  for  the 
Certificates,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  1 1 .  Approval  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  Certificates.  The 
form  of  a  notice  of  intention  to  sell  relating  to  the  Certificates  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell"), 
as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  publication  of  the  Notice  of 
Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  Certificates,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  12.  Sale  of  Certificates  by  Negotiated  Sale:  Approval  of  Purchase 
Contract:  Selection  of  Underwriters.  In  the  event  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  detennines  to 
sell  the  Certificates  by  negotiated  sale,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to 
sell  the  Certificates  by  negotiated  sale  pursuant  to  one  or  more  purchase  contracts  (each,  a 
"Purchase  Contract")  by  and  between  the  City  and  the  underwriter  named  therein.  The  form 
of  such  Purchase  Contract  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Purchase 
Contract  with  such  charges,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Controller  may  make  or 
approve  in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof;  provided,  however,  that  the  underwriters' 
discount  under  any  such  Purchase  Contract  shall  not  exceed  one  percent  (1%)  of  the  principal 
amount  of  the  Certificates.

Section  13.  Approval  of  the  Official  Statement  in  Preliminary  and  Final  Form. 
The  fonm  of  an  official  statement  relating  to  the  Certificates  (the  "Official  Statement"),  as 
presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  prepare  and  cause  the  preparation  of  the 
Preliminary  and  final  Official  Statements,  for  distribution  to  prospective  investors,  in 
substantially  said  fonn,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City's 
Disclosure  Counsel,  such  that  the  Preliminary  and  final  Official  Statements  are  accurate  and 
complete  in  all  material  respects  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  provided.  The  Director  of 
Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed,  and  distributed 
electronically,  to  prospective  purchasers,  copies  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the 
final  Official  Statement. 

The  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  designee  (the  "Controller")  is  hereby  authorized 
to  cause  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  deemed  final  for  purposes  of 
Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a 
certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is  hereby  further  authorized  to  sign  the  Official 
Statement  in  final  form. 

Section  14.  Approval  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  a 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  of  the  City,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the 
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Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the 
Controller  may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney.

Section  18.  Modifications,  Changes  and  Additions.  The  Mayor,  the  Controller 
and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  each  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  modifications. 
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changes  and  additions  to  the  documents  and  agreements  approved  hereby,  upon  consultation 
with  the  City  Attorney,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  and 
which  changes  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  of  the  City  or  reduce  its  rights  under 
such  documents  and  agreements.  The  respective  official's  approval  of  such  modifications, 
changes  and  additions  shall  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery, 
distribution  or  publication  thereof,  as  appropriate,  by  such  official. 

Section  19.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  authorized  and  approved  by 
this  Ordinance  but  heretofore  taken  are  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed  by  this 
Board.

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  by  adding  Section  10.100- 
371  to  establish  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Greening  Fund  as  a  category  six  fund. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  10.100-371,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  10.100-371,  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  GREENING  FUND. 

(a)  Establishment  of  Fund.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  Greenini^  Fund  is  hereby 
established  as  a  category  six  fund  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  all  cash  sifts,  donations  and 
contributions  of  money  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  offered  to  the  Cit\'  and  County  to  pay  for 
Department  of  Public  Works  design,  construction  and/or  maintenance  of  Greening  Projects. 
"Greenins Projects"  shall  mean  projects  designed  to  establish  public  landscaped  areas,  siardens  and 

plazas  in  San  Francisco's  streets  and  public  rishts-of-way  including,  but  not  limited  to.  Pavement  to 
Parks  projects. 

(b)  Use  of  Fund.  All  monies  deposited  into  the  fund  shall,  consistent  with  the  zift,  donation,  or 
contribution,  be  expended  for  implementation  and/or  maintenance  of  Greening  Projects  and 
improvements  prescribed  by  the  City 's  Better  Streets  Plan  to  calm  traffic,  improve  pedestrian  and 
bicycle  safety  and  to  manage  storm  water  runoff. 

(c)  Administration  of  Fund,  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to 
accept  all  sifts  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  uses  and  purposes  described  in  subsection 
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1  (h),  includinii  hut  not  limited  to  gifts  of  money,  equipment,  property,  supplies  and  sennces.  Gifts  to  the
